JUSTICE QUESTIONED 


Natal Affair Will Be a Difficult 

Matter to Dispose Of 
London, April 3.—The Natal 
has been the subject of stronger party 
recriminations than any question that 
has come to the surface In recent years.

Landed tn Bog Far From Shore

Nocquet evidently landed safely with 
his car a in fighting his way out of 
the meadows in the darkness had 
traversed nearly half the distance from 
Jones beach to Amityville when he 
died. He had crossed 14 different isi- 
ands and had swum or waded through 
the runlets between them. Up to al- 
most the last he wore his overcoat, 
which must have been water-soaked 
from the time he took the first channel. 
He stopped on the next to the last isi- 
and he reached and removed the life 
preserver and the overcoat and then 
resumed the preserver 

He must have felt that his strength 
was giving out and the lights of 
Amityville must have seemed almost 
as far away as when he started. The 
overcoat found pear the edge of 
the island just where he bad cast it off 
before making the last swim 

He crossed the runlet and climbed 
onto the boggy. shaking mass of mud, 
sand and dead rushes known as Cats 
island. He crossed It a distance of 100 
feet and apparently, as be reached the 
near bank, he must have stumbled and

BADLY TREATED 


he Complaint of Porto Ricans 


Against United States 


THEY WANT CITIZENSHIF 


Present Status Is That of Sub- 
jects of United States, Which 
Subjec s Them to Humiliation 
--Protection of Coffee Wanted 


Washington, April 6.—At last it be- 


gins to look as though the hapless peo- 
ple of Porto Rico were to be endowed 
with the privileges and benefits of citi- 
ceuship. Their present status is that of 
subjects, but not citizens, of the United 
States. Bills to confer citizenship upon 
them have been introduced in the sen- 
ate by Mr. Foraker and in the house 
by Mr. Cooper, and the outlook is that 
they will be adopted. 

Tulio Larrinaga, the Porto Rican 
delegate, speaks feelingly on the cond! 
tion of bis people. He complains bit 
terly of the treatment they have re- 
ceived at the hands of the Washington 
government, and asserts that if the 
United States proposes to keep the isi 
and it should deal with the inhabitants 
with a larger measure of justice. 

“What is the status of our ‘Deople, do 
you ask?” said Larrinaga. “They are 
vassals of that star chamber body at 
San Juan, the executive council. We 
want citizenship and the privilege of 
electing the members of the executive 
council, who are now appointed by the 
president. 

“Besides this we want some protec- 
tion for our coffee industry. 
would like the government to impose a 
duty of 5 cents a pound on coffee 
coming into the United States. from 
abroad. This would yield a revenue of 
$50,000,000 or 360,000,000 a 


less than 10 years. 


the possessions of the United States 
produced this staple The conditions 
are different now, and a tax ought to be 
put on it. 

“Porto Ricans suffer many disad 
vantages aud hardships by reason of 
their peculiar relations to the United 
States. They are greatly embarrassed 
in travelling abroad. They are citizens 
of no nation and have no standing 
whatever. Then they are subjected to 
indignities at every port in the United 
States. Porto Ricans are not exempt 
from the immigration laws of this coun- 
try, and must submit to the exaination 
of inspectors on arriving here, which 
is very embarrassing and humiliating. 

“In addition, as a matter of senti- 
ment, they deserve to be citizens of the 
United States. We feel that if the Unit- 
ed States is going to take this commu 
nity, 
all claim to their loyalty and friend 
ship. 
Porto Rico is today more 
and happy than it ever was before.

Trades unions have been thriving to 
such an extent in this country the past 


few years, says the Amalgamated 
Woodworker, that the average mem- 


ber of the organization has not had oc- 
casion to stop and consider where we 
are at, and so the unions have gone on 
adding new features which entailed in- 
creased expenses without providing 
for adequate revenue to meet the in- 
creased demands on their treasury. 
Usually the ordinary resources of 
nearly ail organizations are taxed al- 
most to the limit to maintain these 
obligations, making it impossible to 
accumulate funds for emergencies that 
are liable to arise at any Ume. 

There is a good reason for all this. 
One is that neither conventions nor the 
referendum of any organization ever 
gives due consideration to expectancy 
of life in making laws governing death 
benefits; consequently unions attempt 
to pay sums that are utterly out of pro- 
portion to the revenue rece ‘ived.

Who Is Owner 
Of Butler's Pond 


People living in the vicinity of But- | 
ler’s pond are interested in the order | 
now before the City Council to acquire 
the pond asa public park. While all} 
agree that the city should control the 
pond, there is considerable difference 
of opinion as to whether the city 
not now contro! it. 

The pond has never been taxed,| 
although it has brought Mr. O’Con- 
ner, the alleged owner, some revenue 
wiaters by letting it as an ice pond. 

People who own land in the vicinity | 
claim that when they purchased their | 
deeds they obtained certain rights in 
the ponds. 

The matter which is interesting the 
abutters most, however, is the ques- 
tion whether the pond did not become 
public property when the adjoining lot 
was purchased for the High school. 

The land for the High school lot was 
purchased in April, 1893. The order 
for its purchase was introduced by 
ex-Councilman Badger of Ward Six, 
and the purchase price was $1,500. 

There was quite a discussion in the! 
City Council at that time before the} 
matter was definitely settled, as several | 
sites were suggested. It was during 
one of these discussions the Council- 
man Badger read a letter received} 
from the owner, Mr. Butler, in which |

it was stated that so much of the pond | 
not included in lois 14, 15, 26 and 30) 
should be furever used as a pond. 

The lots in question are situated so 
that they take in a smal! corner of the 
pond. Unfortanately this clause about 
the pond was not incorporated in the 
deed conveying the Iligh school lot to 
the city. 

Some years later it was claimed that 
Mr. Butler deeded certain property to| 
Mr. O’Connor and this included the 
pond. Asstated above the pcnd has| 
never been taxed, and there is a ques- | 
tion if it can be. On the other hand if | 
the pond has brought in a revenue as| 
an ice pond there is no reason why it 
should not be taxed. 

The original letter from Mr. Butler 
in relation to the pond is in the 
possession of Mr. Badger, who is try- 
ing to locate it among his papers. 

It is understood that the price want- 
ed for the pond and land proposed to 
be taken by the order would be in the 
vicinity of $5,000.

Public Exposure by the 


Leader of Zion 


NO MINCING OF WORDS 


irstwhile ‘‘Elijah” Is Called a 
Spendthrift, Liar and Traitor 
--Six Thousand Express Desire 
to Cast Him Aside. 


Zion City, Ilis., April 9.—With the ap- 
proval of thousands of Dowileltes in 
open meeting, General Overseer Voliva 
denounced Jobu A. Dowie as a spend- 
thrift, liar and traitor, and was in turn 
promised support as leader of the Chris 
tlan Catholic church in Zion to fill the 
place of the founder of the church, now 
deposed and on his way from Mexico to 
fight for what he considers his rights. 

When, after denouncing Dowie, Vo- 
liva demanded a decision of the audi- 
ence which crowded Shiloh tabernacle 
as to who should be their future leader, 
the 6000 persons in the auditorium rose 
as ove person aud signified their willing- 
ness to follow Voliva to the end. 

Yesterday's meeting was called for 
2:30 o'clock in the afternoon, but as 
early as 10 o'clock in the morning all 
the streets centering around that house 

of worship held many anxious Zionists, 
| all headed for Shiloh tabernacle. By 
the time Voliva reached the meeting- 
house the place was full to overflowing 

with the former adherents of Dowie, 
who had been patiently waiting for 
hours to listen to the public exposure of 
the man who made Zion what it is today. 


On the platform with Voliva were 
Mrs. John A. Dowie, Judge Barnes, head 
of the law department of Zion City, and 
Overseers Speicher, Excell, Cantel and 
Granger. At the conclusion of a short 
prayer the new leader of Zion, clad in 
a robe of white and black, a decided de- 
parture from the gaudy raiment 4s- 
sumed by the first apoatie on similar oc- 
casions, stepped to the front of the plat- 
form and in a slow, calm and studied 
made the announcement that he 
was going to take advantage of the 
meeting “to tell a few truths” about the 
man whom they had so faithfully fol- 
lowed for several years. 

Voliva then told the audience of the 
“deplorable” conditions he found at 
Zion City when he arrived a month ago 
from Australia and took up the man- 
agement of Zion's interests at Dowie’s 
command, The speaker did not mince 
words, but spoke bluntly of the “perfidy 

of John Alexander.” 

When most bitter In the denuncia- 
tion of his former master there was no 
oue in the tabernacle who showed more 
approval of Voliva’s remarks than 
Overseer Mra. Jane Dowie. When Vo 
liva angrily exclaimed: “I will see that 
all the costly furniture and the expen- 
sive library adorning Dowile’s Zion 
City residence and which were  pur- 
chased by that hypocrite while many of 
his people were in need of food, are 
sold and the money turned Into Zion 
storehouses,’ Mrs. Dowie half rose and, 
with her voice and bands, loudly ap- 
plauded the words. 

Overseer Voliva, in justification of 
the overthrow of Zion's first apostle, 
told how money had been squandered 
foolishly for Dowie'’s own comfort 
while the creditors and the people of 


| Zion were calling loudly for money. 


“If you want to stand for downright 
lying, hypocrisy and shameful misuse 
of money,” said Voliva, “keep your 
seats, but all of those present who are 
tired of his lying, his exaggerations, 
hia misrepresentations and his incon- 
sistencies and his hypocrisy and his 
gross ignorance of all business laws and 
principles, stand up as an evidence of 
their denouncement of Dowie and his 
methods.” The response to this re 
quest was Instantaneous, everyone in 
the building rising in acknowledgment 
of Voliva’s leadership. 

Voliva then declared that if Dowle 
on his arrival in Zion City thought to 
frighten Voliva into submission, Dowle 
hever was more mistaken in his life. 
Voliva requested all present to keep 
away from the railway station when 
Dowie reaches Zion City. 

“I don’t want you to go down there 
and listen to his egotistical barangue,” 
said Voliva. “If he should try any of 
his spectacular antics on his arrival 
here, we will soon put a stop toit. He 
cannot hold a meeting in Shiloh taber- 
nacle, because we won't let him 
Should he succeed in securing a house in 
which to hold a meeting to address the 
people of Zion, I want you all to remain 
at home and not attend the meeting.” 

Voliva requested the people to give 
their assent to this arrangement by ris-

ing. response was unanimous 
compliance.

Voliva, 
after reading this message, said Dowie 
would not be allowed to enter the door 
of what formerly was his Zion City 
home.

Naples, April 9.—The hope 
Mount Vesuvius was becoming 
was dissipated yesterday when the vol- 
cano became more active than ever. 
The panic has spread to Naples. Two 
strong earthquake shocks which shat- 
tered window panes and cracked the 
walls of buildings were experienced, 
the 
Streets in terror, any persons crying: 
“The Madonna bas forsaken us; the 
end of the world has come.” 

No trace remains of Boscotrease, a 
commune on the southern declivity of 
the mountain, where up to Friday 10,- 
000 persons lived; and Torre Annunzia- 
ta, on the shores of the Gulf of Naples, 
one mile to the southward, is almost 
surrounded by the invading lava and has 
been evacuated by its 30,000 in- 
habitants. The people were brought to 
Naples by trains, street cars, military 
carts and steamships. Similar means of 
transportation are being used to take the 
people out of Torre del Greco. The po 
and carbineers are guarding the 
abandoned houses, and several members 
of the government also are there. 

A telegram from the mayor of San 
Sebastino, a village near the observa 
tory on the northwest declivity of Vesu 
vius, says the lava is approaching rapid 
ly and that the people are terror- 
stricken. They have been for nights 
without sleep, he says, are destitute and 
beg for assistance. 

The work of succor is hampered, ow 
Ing to delays to the railway service, 
which is interrupted by red-hot stones 
falling on the tracks. As yet it is im- 
possible to count the craters that have 
opened and from which streams of lava 
have flooded the beautiful, prosperous 
and happy land lying on the southeast 
shores of the Gulf of Naples 

The atmosphere is heavily charged 
with electricity and now and then the 
flashes of lightning are blinding, while 
the detonations from the volcano re- 
semble in sound a terrible explosion. 

The churches of the city were open 
all Saturday night and were crowded 
with panic-stricken people. Members 
of the clergy are doing their utmost to 
calm their fears, but the effects of their 
arguments go almost for naught when 
renewed earthquake shocks are expe- 
rienced. 

With the danger and horror of the 
situation aside, Vesuvius presents one 
of the most splendid sights imaginable 
The mountain of fire, whose speech is by 
detonation and whose acts are destruc- 
tion, seems like an enraged giant deter- 
mined to make the pigmies of earth fee! 
the might of his wrath. Here and there 
on the mountain side stand the blasted 
trunks of pine trees, their bare branches 
though in protest 
against the devastation the volcano has 
wrought 

The observatory has been destroyed 
and Director Matteucci and the em- 
ployes bad narrow They 
passed Saturday night in the darkness, 
for the frequent flashes of light- 
as the gas works and electric 
lighting plant also were destroyed. The 
restaurant of the Funicular railroad, 
too, has been obliterated. 

Prisoners in jails on the mountain-side 
went mad with terror and mutinied 
and were only partially quieted by being 
brought here. But their fears have 
been communicated to the prisoners 
here, who may rebel at any moment. 
The situation is critical. 

Breathing is momentarily becoming 
more difficult because of the poisonous 
fumes and smoke, while the hot ashes 
which are still falling tend to make life 
a burden. 

Contrary to expectations, the sea has 
not yet shown signs of being affected 
by the phenomenon, but fears are en- 
tertained that tidal waves may yet come 
and many craft have put tosea. Visi- 
tors to Naples are avoiding the hotels 
on the seafront and the people living 
there are beginning to leave for higher 
altitudes. 

The Royal Meterological observatory 
on Mount Vesuvius was situated nearly 
2000 feet above the level of the sea on 
Colle Oanteronl, a ridge which in past 
eruptions of the volcano has separated 
the lava streams into two branches. 
The scientific deductions made by the 
observers there have often been the 
means of warning the people of impend- 
Ing eruptions and doubtless have re- 
suited In the saving of many I'vea. 
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save 
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Pattern From Our Laws 

Berlin, April 9—Judge Hartmann of 
Berlin, who spent 15 months traveling 
in the United States in order to study 
court proceedings and American legal 
institutions, found many innovations in 
the United States of which he recomw- 
mends limited Imitation In Germany. 
He also found that American laws 
sometimes anticipate ideas which Ger- 
man reformers have been vainly striv- 
Ing to realize.

Honolulu, April 9.—General Smith, a 
member of the Philippines commission, 
who arrived here en route to San Fran- 
cisco, says that there is no truth in the 
report that Japan is likely to buy the 
Philippines. The Filipinos, he says, 
would not welcome such a change of 
ownership.

IN 
THE MOONLIGHT

All over the great highways of In- 
dia the government has established free 
bungalows for the use of travelers. 
They are little more than shelters from 
the weather. If the traveler has no 
bedding he finds none provided. If 
he has no food he must buy of the na- 
tives or go hungry. 
On the great highway between Alla- 
habad and Nagpoor there were eight 
passengers of us who got down from a 
stage one night, tired, hungry and 
sleepy. Three of the number were 
women, being wives of three of the 
men. We had with us, going down to 
his regiment at Nagpoor, a British ma- 
jor belonging to a native regiment. 
The British officer, no matter where 
you find him, is a gentleman, but this 
Was an exceptional case. The major 
was rough by nature, and drink had 
rendered him anything but an agreea- 
ble companion or a man of manners. 

The married men were first in the 
bungalow and made their selections. 
The major stopped to quarrel with the 
driver and therefore came last. There 
was room left for him, but he did not 
choose to put up with last choice. He 
insisted that one of the married cou- 
ples turn out for him. When they re- 
fused to do so he became abusive. A 
personal encounter fivally resulted, and 
the major was soundly thrashed by 
one of his own nationality. He was 
thrashed, but not silenced. He dared 
his conqueror to fight him a duel, and 
he threatened revenge on all of us. 

It was a bright moonlight night, so 
bright that one could see every leaf 
on a tree a hundred feet away. The 
major disappeared while the rest of 
us were cooking and eating, and we 
saw no more of him for two hours. 
Then as I walked out on the grounds 
to smoke a pipe he came sauntering 
down the road. I took it that he had 
been to a native hut about a quarter 
of a mile away to buy food and had 
eaten it before his return. The man 
lad also been imbibing afresh.

CURE FOR SNAKE BITE. 


Permanganate of Potash Said te Be 
an Infallible Remedy. 

The Indian cobra has been since time 
immemorial the terror of India be- 
cause its bite has been universally at- 
tended with fatal results. Tradition 
has it that natives commit suicide rath- 
er than endure the agony of the Iin- 
evitable death and that the only man 
who ever survived an encounter with 
the hooded reptile thrust his whole 
arm into a blazing fire. Science comes 
now with a remedy for even this snake 
bite—simple permanganate of potass!- 
um, discovered by Dr. Leonard Rogers 
and reported by Consul Masterson of 
Aden. The paper “reports twelve cases 
of snake bite in which this new reme- 
dy was put into practice. In two cases 
it failed, but these were the cases in 
which the longest Interval had elapsed 
before the remedy was applied. The 
persons were bitten during the night 
and were not treated till the follow- 
ing day, the interval in one case 
amounting to eleven hours and in the 
other to nine hours. In seven of the 
successful cases the snake was killed 
and identified, in five cases it was a 
cobra and in the other two it was a 
viper. 

“Of the two fatal cases one was bit- 
ten by a cobra, the other by a snake 
that was not identified. Two of the 
successful cases were treated by Euro- 
peans without any medical training. 
In three of the successful cases treat- 
ment was begun at once, In the remain- 
| Ing seven the interval varied from half 
an hour to four hours. These results 

show that even when all the doubtful 

elements have been excluded or al- 
, lowed for this method promises to be 
most efficacious, and a very satisfac- 
tory feature is that it is so simple any- 
| body can apply it and so cheap that 
it is within the reach of the poorest. 
“When a person has been bitten by 

a snake the first thing to do is to apply 
} a ligature above the wound to prevent 

the rapid absorption of the venom. 
| Then an incision is to be made over the 

snake bite with any sharp cutting in- 

strument that !s perfectly clean and a 

few grains of the permanganate are to 

be well rubbed on. Permanganate of 

| potassium is a cheap drug, obtainable 
from any druggist. It keeps indefinite- 
ly, and a pound would suffice at the 
rate of ten grains for each case for be 
tween 700 and 800 people.”—Indian 
Medical Journal. 


SPINNING ASBESTUS. 


Unique Mineral Used to Make Fire- 
proof Ropes.

the market, it forms an entire study in 
itself. It was first mined about 100 
years ago, chiefly as interesting to the 
geologist and mineralogist and of little 
or no commercial value. 

About 1868 It was first used commer- 
cially in the manufacture of roofing 
felt and cement. Early attempts te 
spin this fiber were unsuccessful, but 
the difficulties have now been over 
come, so that a single asbestus thread 
weighing not more than one ounce per 
hundred yards, which has a pretty fal: 
strength, may be made. 

In its spun state it is used largely as 
yarn for packing valves, etc., for which 
use it has many advantages. Asbestus 
ropes for fire departments are made 
entirely of asbestus or asbestus with a 
core of steel. With the steel wire core 
a three-quarter iuch rope carried near- 
ly 2,000 pounds. Without the core the 
three-quarter inch rope carries over 
800 pounds and suffices for firemen’s 
purposes. 


Leveling Two Points Without Tools. 

To level up two or more points which 
are far apart, as posts, etc., without a 
level, straightedge or square, al! that 
is required are a few nails, three pieces 
of old board, a piece of cord and a 
small weight, to be used as a plumb 
bob. Nail the boards together as shown 
in the illustration at any angle, place

the two points of the boards on top of 
the posts and mark where the line 
crosses the baseboard. Turn the device 
about, end for end, and mark the base- 
board again. Then raise or lower one 
of the posts until the plumb line hangs 
midway between the two marked lines, 
and the posts will be level.—Popular 
Mechanics. 


Measuring Life. 

A German doctor named Richter re- 
cently made an astonishing communl- 
cation to the Imperial College of Medi- 
cine in Berlin, in which he asserted 
that by a thorough study of the organs 
with the X rays one might determine 
with some exactness the length of life. 
In other words, there exists corelation 
between longevity and the dimensions 
of the different organs. The more per- 
fect the heart, lungs, digestive organs 
and brain the longer would’ be the life 
of the person owning them, and meas- 
urements, in infinitesimal quantities, 
would determine when that person 
was going to die. Certain exceptions 
tended to prove the truth of the Rich- 
ter theory. There was, for instance, a 
consul at Smyrua who measured only 
fifty-seven centimeters round the chest 
and had one diseased lung, yet he lived 
to the age of 115. He was married 
five times and had forty-nine children, 
got his wisdom teeth in his hundredth 
year and found his hair turning black 
at the age of 110.

Lewis acted as spokestian for the first 
qpostie and said when Dowie left Texas 
he felt discouraged, but that recent de- 
velopments have greatly encouraged 
him. He has received a telegram from 
Chicago, assuring him that his follow- 
ing will be with him asa whole. 

Dowie also says he has received a 
divine inspiration that he will triumph 
over his enemies and will be established 
in supreme authority at Zion. Lewis 
declared that the report of Dowie bring- 
ing $10,000,000 in gold to Zion is “all 
rot.” 


Dowie Had a Private Ceili 

Zion City, Ills., April 10.—Zion City 
is “sleeping on its arms,” to quote one 
of the erstwhile followers of John A. 
Dowle, awaiting the coming of the 
“First Apostle.” There is but one sub- 
ject of conversation and that is the pos- 
sible eventualities when Dowie again 
sets foot in the community he founded, 

Gladstone Dowle last night repeated 
the statement that if “the old man” in- 
sisted on a fight the son had a trump 
ecard reserved for the last trick. 

Overseer Voliva, at a mass meeting 
last night, said Dowle had a_ secret, 
iron-barred room in his home which 

as for the first time entered by an out- 
sider yesterday. Said Voliva: “The 
room was like a vault, except that the 
bolts and bars were mostly on the tn- 
side. Light came into the room through 
a bulls-eye window, the outside of 
which was protected by heavy iron 
shutters. Air was admitted through a 
funnel. There was a bed inside, a bed 
so Curious that I cannot attempt to de- 
scribe it. And this room, this cell, was 
built by and for a man whu use to 
stand before you and ask you to tell 
him what fear was like.” 


Typhoid Fever In Full Sway 

Pittsburg, April 10.—Over ninety 
cases of typhoid fever were reported to 
the bureau of health yesterday. The 
hospitals of both Pittsburg and Alle 
gheny are now taxed to their capacity, 
more than £00 cases having been taken 
in in four days.

St. Petersburg, April 10.—The swell- 
ing tide of liberal successes and the 
overwhelming victory of the constitu- 
tional democrats in the election at Mos- 
cow have brought the struggle between 
reaction and reform to a bead.

'mier Witte late last night again ten- 
dered his resignation to the czar, with 
'a clear cut intimation that the latter 
must choose, and at once, between him 
and Minister of the Interior Durnovo. 
The czar, according to report, took the 
resignation under consideration aud re- 
turned no answer. 

Since his return from Tsarskoe Selo 
last Thursday, when he pleaded with 
Emperor Nicholas to heed the voice of 
the people and grant a written constitu- 
tion, Witte has brought all possible pres- 
sure upon the czar to divorce himself

DEMANDS OF THE MINERS 


Nothing In Them That Has Not 
Already Been Passed Upon by 
Strike Commission -- Confer- 
ence Postponed For a Day 


New York, April 10.—At the joint 
conference of the sub-committees of the 
anthracite coal mine owners and their 
employes, to be held here today, the op- 
erators will decline to accept the arbi- 
tration plan as presented last week 
by the mine workers and will in its 
stead present a counter-proposition 
which, if agreed to by President Mitch 
ell and his men, will bind each side for 
wore than two years, 

The operators have been working on 
the new plan ever since the adjourn- 
went of the joint conference of last 
Thursday, and the inability of the presi- 
dents of the hard coal-carrying railroads 
to complete minor details caused a post- 
pouement of 24 hours of the conference 
scheduled for yesterday. 

The exact nature of the counter- 
proposition was not made known by the 
operators and they do not intend to per 
mit it to become public property until 
it shall have been presented to the min- 
ers. 

It is said, however, that the offer In 
volves an arbitration plan very different 
from the one presented by the miners; 
one that will call for the settlement of 
ouly new grievances that may be found 
to exist, affer an impartial investiga- 
tion has been made. The operators 
still maintain the position that the min- 
ers in their demands have not called 
attention to anything that has not al- 
ready been passed upon by the anthra- 
cite coal strike commission. 


There is a strong impression among 
the miners’ committee that the opera- 
tors will propose that President Roose- 
velt be requested to summon the strike 
commission to review the entire contro- 
versy. They decline, however, to ind! 
cate how they would receive the sugges- 
tion. The commission is familiar toa 
considerable extent with conditions In 
the anthracite regions and, therefore, 
would not have to go over the entire 
ground, as would be the case if an entire 
new set of men were selected. 

The operators’ representatives were 
In close conference most of yesterday 
and promise that unless something un- 
foreseen should occur they will be 
ready with their.answer to the min- 
ers’ arbitration plan today. The rea- 
son given for the postponement was 
that the large coal companies desired to 
obtain the sentiment of all the inde- 
pendent operators before they drew up 
their formal answer, and as some of the 
independents were engaged in exchang 
ing views in the upper Pennsylvania 
coal fields it was deemed best to walt 
until they had taken action. The op 
erators, through a representative, said 
the general policy had been decided up- 
on and that the minor details will be 
disposed of-at a full meeting of the sub 
committee today, prior to the confer- 
ence with the miners. 


The postponement of the conference 
until this afternoon came as a disap- 
pointment to the members of the min- 
ers’ general scale committee. The more 
than 30 members. who had spent Sun- 
day at their homes returned bere fully 
expecting that the operators woukl be 
ready to proceed. A meeting of the 
scale committee had been fixed for last 
night, but the request of the operators 
for more time caused a postponement 
of the meeting until tonight. In conse- 
quence the m. 4ers spent an idle day. 

President siltchell announced last 
evening that the last of the bituminous 
coal operators in the Pittsburg district 
who had held out against the 1903 wage 
agreement signed the scale yesterday. 
This action, he sald, clears up the west- 
ern Pennsylvania territory and means 
that 40,000 men in that territory, who 
produce from 35,000,000 to 40,000,000 
tons of soft coal a year, will receive 
an increase of 5.55 percent in wages. 
This district, which is known Ia the 
Miners’ union as No. 5, is the one of 
which Patrick Dolan, who voted against 
the 1903 scale, was president. Mitchell 
declined to discuss the situation in the 
other soft coal states where the miners 
are on strike. 


Postponement a Hopetu! Sign 

Philadelphia, April 10.—Mine work- 
ers throughout the anthracite region 
express the belief that the action of the 
operators requesting a postponement of 
the ‘New York conference until today is 
an indication that while President 
Mitchell's arbitration plan may not be 
accepted as presented, the operators 
themselves will have a proposition that 
will open the way for an amicable set- 
tlement of the existing differences. 
There seems to be little hope in the coal 
fields, however, that the negotiations 
will result in an immediate termination 
of the suspension of mining, but the de- 
yelopments in New York have created 
a more hopeful feeling among the idle 
miners. 


Satisfied With New Scale 

Pittsburg, April 10.—Practicaily all 
the miners affiliated with the United 
Mine Workers of America in the bitu- 
minous field have returned to work. In 
the Pittsburg district all the mines are 
jn operation. The reports at upion 
headquarters indicate that the ming

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MURDERER REWARDED 


Killed Russian Civilian Who 


Cast Aspersions on Czar 

Warsaw, April 10.—Emperor Nicb- 
olas has granted full pardon to Pavioff, 
the soldier of General Bogdanovsky's 
regiment who murdered a civilian for 
easting aspersions on the czar. The 
civil court attempted to take jurisdic- 
tion of the case, but the military au- 
thority carried the case to the czar, 
who acquitted the accused soldier, 
whereupon Bogdanovsky made the fol- 
lowing speech to the regiment which 
was ordered distributed to all the troops 
as an order of the day: 

“You see, brothers, from whom you 
must take example, from the brave 
Pavloff, whose loyalty to the emperor 
was greater than his fear of respons!- 


bility. I order that he be given $5 and 
two months’ vacation. Hurrah for 
Pavloff.” 


Manchurian Door Open 

Washington, April 10.—A statement 
was given out at the Japanese legation, 
saying: “Considerable progress hay- 
ing now been made in the evacuation of 
Manchuria, the Japanese government 
has decided, in accordance with the 
principles of the open door, to permit 
citizens and vessels of foreign coun- 
tries to enter from May 1 An Tung 
Hsien and Ta Tung Kao, and allow for- 
eign consuls to proceed to their posts 
at An Tung Hsien and after June 1 to 
Mukden.” 


Views Not In Accord 

Washington, April 10—Mr. MclLau- 
rin (Miss.) and Mr. Morgan (Ala.) ad- 
dressed the senate on the railroad rate 
question, the former advocating legis- 
lation and the latter opposing it. Me- 
Laurin criticised what he character- 
ized as an effort to Inject politics into 
the consideration of the bill, Morgan 
took the position that the proposed leg- 
islation was an interference with the 
rights of the states to control the cor- 
porations created by themselves. 


Mayor's Protest Unheeded 

Buffalo, April 10.—Mayor Adam has 
provisionally vetoed the sale of the 
Hamburg canal strip to Lee, Higgin 
son & Co. of Boston at their bid of $901,- 
000. The mayor recommended that 
further consideration be given certain 
features of the resolution, the principal 
one being the contention that the city 
cannot give a clear title to the entire 
strip The board of aldermen later 
tabled the veto and then reaffirmed the 
sale by a vote of 21 to 4. 


Prosecuted by Former Wife 
New York, April 10.—Lewis G. 
Tewksbury, who was said to have dis- 
appeared from Philadelphia while out 
on bail, entered the district attorney's 
office last evening and surrendered him- 
self. He is wanted on complaint of his 
former wife, now Mrs. Mary M. Green- 
hut, who alleges that on Jan. 20, 1900, 
he stole from her $10,000 in United 
States bonds. The warrant for his ar- 

rest was obtained in March, 1903. 


Mutual Life's New Suit 

New York, April 10.—Charges of 
conspiracy in the appointment of Rob- 
ert H. McCurdy as superintendent of 
the foreign department of the Mutual 
Life Insurance company were made in 
a new action brought by that company 
against Richard A. McCurdy, formerly 
president of the company, and his son 
Robert. In the suit the Mutual seeks 
to recover from the defendants $1,002,- 
841. 


Veterans Swiftly Crossing River 
Washington, April 10.—Commander- 


| In-Chief Tanner of the Grand Army of 


the Republic has issued his annua! ad- 
dress to all G. A. R. posts regarding 
the exercises to be conducted on May 
30, Memorialday. Hesays: “This year 
we are crossing the broad river at the 
rate of 5000 a month, 60,000 a year. 
Soon the great majority will be sleep- 
ing their last sleep.” 


London May Have Baseball! 
London, April 10.—At a meeting 


‘| here last night it was decided to form 


a British Baseball association. Stress 
was laid on the desirability of fostering 
the amateur side of the game. It was 
suggested that the protection of the 
American National league be sought to 
prevent the importation of American 
professionals. 


Engineer Crushed to Death 
Buffalo, April 10.—A passenger train 
was wrecked 10 miles west of bere last 


night. Engineer Russell was caught 
beneath his overturned engine and 
crushed to death. Fireman Griff 


was badly scalded, but probably will re- 
cover. Three of the passengers were 
slightly injured. 


Strike Sentiment Not Strong 

Havana, April 10.—The labor lead- 
ers assert that a general strike is about 
to begin, but manifest no real confi- 
dence. The cigarmakers in several fac- 
tories have refused requests to strike, 
and a majority of the other workmen 
are lukewarm. 


Report of Yeliow Fever 
Vickeburg, Miss. April 10.—The 
Vicksburg board of health has quaran- 
tined against Kenner and Hansen City, 
La., on account of a report that there 
was a case of yellow fever at the for- 
mer place.

A SCENE OF TERROR 


Lava From Vesuvius Kills Hun- 
dreds of Persons 


VOLCANO IS LESS ACTIVE 


Its Cone Swallowed Up, Greatly 
Reducing Height of Mountain-- 
Churches and Houses Crushed 
Beneath Weight of Ashes 


Naples, April 10.—Reports of fatall- 
ties consequent upon the eruption of 
Mount Vesuvius are coming in. Ac- 
cording to information received thus 
tar probably as many as 500 were lost. 
It is said that more than 200 perished in 
the district of San Guiseppe, while 
from the ruins of a church which col- 
lopsed owing to the weight of ashes on 
the roof 40 corpses were extricated. 

A railway train bound for Naples was 
derailed, owing to showers of stones 
from the crater. 

Cavairy proceeding to the succor of 
the inhabitants of the devastated sec- 
tion have been unable to make prog- 
ress, the rain falling on the ashes a foot 
deep having made it Impossible for the 
horses to travel 

A press correspondent last evening 
made the round of the menaced villages. 
The railway and tram tracks were 
inches deep below volcanic ashes, aud 
the same material made the roads im- 
practicable for horses, so that an auto 
mobile was the only means left by 
which the inspection of the devastated 
country could be made. 

The scene was one of such misery and 
terror that it can never be obliterated 
from memory. As the way was tray- 
ersed the traveling became more and 
more difficult, the smoke and ashes in 
the air making breathing diffieult. 
Slight tremblings of the earth were felt 
and frequent flashes of lightning cut 
through the smoke. Darkness came at 
intervals long before nightfall. 

In the streets of the deserted towns 
the only sound to be heard was the thud 
of lumps of ashes falling on the roofs 
and the puffing of the autemobile. In 
the towns where people yet remain the 
houses are all closed, the inhabitants 
roaming disconsolately about the streets 
and gaining what comfort ts possible 
from the carbineers and soldiers. These 
are the heroes of the day. They seem 
never to sleep or be tired, and where 
there is danger they are cool, strong 
and alert. 

In the course of the tour a point was 
reached from which Vesuvius could be 
seen under its cloud of smoke. The 
high cone of the voleano bas gone al 
most entirely, having been swallowed 
up, so that the height of the mountain 
is nearly GOO feet less than formerly. 
On the north of the mountain Lew cra- 
ters have been formed. 


The situation now appears more as- 
suring, the lava streams having dimin- 
ished in volume and in some directions 
having stopped altogether, while a 
copious rainfall is cooling the lava 
where it lies stationary. Almost equally 
with the devastations wrought by the 
lava is the damage done by cinders and 
ashes which, in ineredible quantities, 
bave been carried great distances. 

This bas caused the practical destruc- 
tion of San Guiseppe, a village of 6000 
indabitants. All but 200 of the people 
had fied from the village, and these 
assembled in a church to attend mass. 
While the priest was performing his 
sacred office the roof fell in and about 
GO persons were badly injured. These 
unfortunates were for hours without 
surgical or medical assistance. The 
only thing left standing in the church 
was a statue of St. Anne, the preserva- 
tion of which the poor, homeless people 
accepted as a miracle and promise of 
deliverance from their peril. 

At Ottajano five churches and 10 
houses fell under the weight of ashes 
and cinders which lie four feet deep on 
the ground. In the fall of the buildings 
about 12 persons were killed and many 
were more or less severely injured. The 
village is completely deserted by Its 
people. After the evacuation of the 
place the barracks and prisons fell in. 

Reports from the coast and inland 
towns depict terrible devastation, San 
Giorgo, Cremona, Portici, Resina and 
Torre del Greco have been almost com- 
pletely abandoned. 

Refugees from the threatened or de- 
stroyed villages are pouring into Naples 
by the thousands, arriving in every de- 
scription of conveyance and on foot. 
The roads are crowded with processions 
of men and women carrying crosses and 
erying piteously. 

Special railway trains, warships and 
steamers are employed in conveying the 
homeless people to Naples, Rome and 
Castellamare, while large numbers of 
peasants are fleeing overland in the di- 
rection of Caserta. Not less than 15,000 
refugees have reached Castellamare. 

About 150,000 refugees from the dis- 
trict of Somma Vesuviana have sought 
shelter here and elsewhere. Four thou- 
sand persons are lodged In the Granile 
barracks, this city. 

At many places the people are suffer- 
ing from panic and a state of great con- 
fusion exists, which Is added to by su- 
perstition. Some of the parish priests 
refused to open their churches to people 
who tried to obtain admittance, fear- 
Ing that an earthquake would destroy 
the buildings when full of people and 
thus Increase the list of disasters. 
Crowds of women thereupon attacked 
the churches, pulling down the doors 
and taking possession of the pictures 
and statues of the saints, which they 
carried about es a protection against 
death. |

Chicago, April 11.—Dr. 


Last 
night, after a long consultation with 
his legal adviser, Emi] C. Wetten, Dow- 
ie gave out the statement that it might 
be several days before he saw fit to en- 
ter the city which he had founded.

| The moment the crowd caught a 
| glimpse of him a cheer arose and he 
| was greeted with an assortment of wel- 
/comes, ranging from the reverent 
“peace be with you” of the Zionists to 
the more jocular “Good boy, Dowie,” 
of the members of the curious throng. 
The crush was so great about Dowle 
that police protection provided proved 
totally inadequate and the members of 
the Zion guards who were protecting 
their leader had to fight vigorously to 
get him to the carriage which was awalt- 
ing him. 

Just before he reached the vebicle 
a man sprang past Dowie's bodyguard 
| and waved a legal document in Dowle’s 

face, but before a further move could 
be made the Zion guards had lifted the 
| intruder from the station floor and had 
thrown him bodily over a nearby rail- 
ing. It was afterwards learned that 
the man was a deputy sheriff who was 
endeavoring to serve Dowle with a 
summons in a civil suit In which a med 
ical expert claimed that fees to the ex- 
tent of $500 had been due him for sev- 
eral years. The incident seemed to dis- 
turb Dowie very little and he was 
| driven to the Auditorium Annex. 

Dowle late in the day retained the 
law firm of Eddy, Haley & Wetten. to 
assist him in his legal fight. “I have 
be “n instructed to bring suit,” said Wet- 
ten last night, “but just what form the 
action will take I cannot say as yet.

Now Wants Divorce 


Epbriam Littlefield of Avon has com-

It 
is a complicated affair as will be seen 
from the Brockton Enterprise. 

A battle royal raged by women, with 
hearts and dollars as the stake, the 
point in dispute settled by the United 
States Supreme court, now enters the 
divorce court for yet another encounter.

Seamen Perish Off the 
Coast of Maine 


Four 


WRECK OF THE SALLIE B 


Brave Efforts to Keep Schooner 
Afloat Were Useless--Crew of 
Six Took to Long Boat, but 
Only Two Lived to Reach Land 


Zoston, April 12—The Bangor 
schooner Sallie B, with four of ber 
crew, was among the toll exacted from 
the coasting fleet by the recent storm. 
Fifteen minutes after the little vessel 
plunged beneath the waves off the 
Maine coast Tuesday a gigantic billow 
swept three of the six men from the 
they had all 
hastily Jumped, while the fourth vic- 
exposure 
seven hours later. 

‘Two two survivors, Captain Hopkins 
of Brewer, Me., and John Mulhain, a 
native of Finland, were picked up yes- 
terday off Cape Porpoise by the Port- 
land steamer Bay State and landed bere 
last evening in a pitiable plight. 

The dead men are: Mate William 
Campbell, Cook Arthur L. Gray, Sea- 
man Joseph Campbell and Seaman 
The body of the last 
named was taken from the little boat 
by the Bay State after the living had 
been swung on board. 

Lying on a stretcher on the wharf 
last evening, just before being removed 
to a hospital with his arms and hands 
fearfully swollen, Captain Hopkins told 
the tale of the loss of his vessel and 
the death of his men in words which 
were frequently broken with sobs. 


The Sallie B, which was one of the 
oldest coasters in the fleet, sailed from 
ort Johnson a week ago with a cargo 
of 345 tons of coal for Bangor. The 
usual stops were made at City Island 
and Vineyard Haven and Sunday the 
schooner was off Cape Cod. Favorable 
weather conditions induced Hopkins to 
keep on across the bay In the direction 
of Portland and Monday afternoon the 
Cape Elizabeth lights were ‘sighted 
The southerly breeze still continued 
and, although it strengthened per- 
ceptibly as night came on, Hopkins 
thought he might make the Penobscot 
before the gale, which seemed threaten- 
ing, became too severe 

Running along shore the Sallie B 
passed Seguin at 8 o'clock and headed 
for Monhegan. At 11 o'clock Monday 
night the Sallie B was almost Inside of 
Monhegan island and within 25 miles 
of safety, when the gale switched 
around to the northeast and brought 
with it snow and sleet 

For a few minutes the 
struggled on, but the blasts were too

|; much for her, so Hopkins decided to 


tack ship and bead back for Boothbay 
Unfortunately the schooner misstayed 
and the crew found their vessel wallow 
ing in the trough of the sea 

Skillful seamanship enabled them to 
wear her round and with two reefs in 
her mainsail the Sallie B was headed in 
the direction of Boothbay. But the 
wallowing had opened her seams and 
the crew were forced to man the pumpa. 
For several hours they kept her com- 
paratively free of water, but as the gale 
blew her further and further off shore 
the seas increased in size and began to 
tumble over the side. Finally the ves 
sel’s head went almost beneath the 
waves No one stopped for food or 
clothing, but all tumbled over the side 
inftto the bobbing boat, and as they did 
so the Sallie B surged downward and 
disappeared 

The six men had not time to get out 
their oars and head the little craft to 
the windward when a gigantic billow 
struck them Three men grasped a 
thwart, but the other three, together 
with everything movable in the boat ex 
cept one oar, were swept out of it into 
the sea, and all were almost Instantly 
lost to sight in the smother and flying 
snow. 

Captain Hopkins was one of those 
who had held on, and when the wave 
had passed her looked around and found 
that Nattcher and Mulhain were the 
ones who had survived with him. The 
shivering men bailed out the boat, and 
Hopkins, using the remaining oar, man 
aged to scull the boat’s head toward the 
seas. 

For hours they were tossed about, 
suffering intensely from the cold, for 
their clothes were soaked and the spray 
was constantly flyingoverthem. About 
noon Nattcher’s mind began to give 
way and an hour or two later he be- 
came unconscious. At 4 o'clock Tues- 
day afternoon death brought relief to 
his sufferings. 

The storm cleared early yesterday 
morning, but the two men Were so ex 
hausted that they were unable to stand 
up In the boat to watch for a passing 
vessel. Fortunately the wind had 
driven them to the westward and finally 
the Bay State sighted the little boat 
and ran alongside. The crew of the 
steamer was obliged to rig a bowline 
and hoist the almost lifeless men on 
board, followed by the body of their 
comrade.

AN ECHO. 


How to Measure the Distance From 
Which It Is Reflected. 

There is scarcely anything in nature 
that exerts the fascination over every 
one alike than does an echo, and com- 
mon as it may become there is always 
@ feeling of mystery about it that holds 
us as with a charm. Of course we all 
know that it is merely the reflection 
of a sound from some object, as the 
gide of a house or a rock or a bill, but 
often we cannot tell how far away the 
object is that causes It. Here is a way 
to tell every time: 

Holding a watch in your hand, shout 
a single syllable, as “Ho!” or “Ha!” 
and count the number of seconds from 
the time you shout till the sound comes 
back to you. Now, sound travels at 
the rate of 1,125 feet a second, so the 
number of seconds that elapse multi- 
plied by 1,125 will give the distance in 


feet traveled by the voice in going to Adrian, 
the object and back to you again, and 


one-half of that number will be the 
number of feet away that object Is. 
Of course the object may be only a 
few hundred feet away, In which case 
the sound will come back in less than 
a second, but you may determine the 
distance, nevertheless, by calling a 
single syllable—“Ha!"—and calling it 
again as you hear the echo, not before 
or after it, but just with It 

With a little practice you can do this 
Repeat the call ten or twelve times, 
counting the seconds between the first 
call and the last echo. Suppose, for 
example, that the time seven sec- 
onds and that you called the syllable 
ten times. Then each echo took seven- 
tenths of a second, and the distance,

Statue of Goddess Hather Found In 
Temple at Thebes. 

The Egypt Exploration fund's exca- 
vations of Thebes this year have pro- 
duced wonderful! results. The explorers 
have been excavating at the oldest | 
temple known In Thebes, which be- | 
longs to the eleventh dynasty. Work- 
ing at the back of the temple the ex- 
plorers found the remains of a shrine 
of the eighteenth dynasty, 1700 B. C. 
The first discovery was a fine statue 
which was quite perfect. Then sudden- 
ly the removal of a few stones reveal- 


| ed a chapel covered with sculptures, the 
| colors whereof were absolutely fresh

It was about 10 by 5 feet. The roof 
was vaulted and painted with yellow 
stars. 

The chapel was dedicated to Hathor, 
of the mountain of the west, 
who generally is in the form of a cow. 
In the chapel Is the statue of a beauti- 
ful cow of life size of painted Iime- 
stone. The bead and horns evidently 
have been overlaid with gold. The 
next is adorned with papyrus stems of 
flowers, as if she were coming out of 
the water. 

The cow is suckling a littfe boy, who 
again is represented as a grown man 
under her neck. A cartouche behind 
the head is of Amenophis II., son of 
Thothmes I1L., who ruled Egypt 1,700 
before the beginning of the 
Christian era and sculptures 
cover the walls 

This is the first time a goddess has 
been found undisturbed In her sanctu- 
ary.

Spools Made of Sawdust, 
William L. Williams of this city has 
been at work on a process of making 

a fiber spool for several years. At first 
the attempt was made to make the 
spools from pulverized newspapers, this 
| being done by incorporating sub- 
stance with the paper which when 
heated united it into a solid mass, but 
| later experiments disclosed the fact 
that common sawdust and leather chips 
and shavings produced a much stronger 
spool. The ordinary large 12,000 yard 
spools are made in four pleces, the 
heads being solid and the barrel being 
divided in halves lengthwise. 

Timber for wooden spools has be- 
come very scarce, and it is belleved 
that the fiber spool can be made much 
more cheaply than the wooden one.

Carelessness May 
Cause of Kearsarge Disaster 
Guantanamo, Cuba, April 16.—The 

death of Lieutenant Graeme, gun ulm- 

pire, makes seven deaths so far as the 
result of the explosion of several bags 


of powder In the forward turret of the 
battleship Kearsarge, at target practice, 
off Culebra. Admiral Evansis expect- 
ing orders for a court martial from 
Washington, to fix the responsibility 
for the explosion, which was the third 
since the Kearsarge went into commis- 
sion. 

Carelessness is assigned as the cause, 
among the men, who openly declare that 
it is a wonder that many more men 
were not killed. William King, or- 
dinary seaman, and Frederick T. Fish- 
er, gunner’s mate, are in a critical con- 
dition, and their death is expected. The 
other men Injured are expected to live. 

As the cablegram states, the cause of 
the ignition was not known, but the be- 
lief at the navy department is that, in 
cleaning up the turret and throwing 
open the breeches of the big guns after 
the last round had been fired, some 
small bit of smouldering canvas bag- 
ging was blown out of one of the guns 
as the big breech block was swung 
around, and fell upon the loaded am- 
munition hoist, where the surplus pow- 
der was being returned to the magazine 
below.

Have Beeu' Many City Employes Are More 


HUB PENSION DATA 


Boston, April 16—-The bureau of 
statistics at city hall, acting under the 
direction of Mayor Fitzgerald, has com- 
piled figures showing the average age 
of city employes. The figures were col- 
lected for the purpose of determiving 
whether or not pensioning of city em- 
ployes would be advisable. 

At present there is a bill before the 
legislature, presented by Pitzgerald, 
calling for the establishing of a pension 
system. A complete census was not 
taken, owing to the hurried nature of 
the work, but a poll of 7000 employes 
was made. Of this number it was found 
that 1376, or 19.48 percent, of the total 
whose ages were submitted are between 
the ages of 50 and 59; 216, or 3.06 per- 
cent, are either 60 or 61; while 817, or 
11.57 percent, are 60 years or over. 

It Is estimated that were a complete 
return of ages procured, it would be 
found that the city has on its payrolls 
more than 1000 men who are more than 
60 years old. 

Of the 7064 employes who figure in 
the analysis, it js found that 2409, or 
34.11 percent, are over 50 years of age.

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TO SOON SUBSIDE 


Mount Vesuvius Has Evidently 
Spent Its Wrath 


CELEBRATION AT NAPLES 


Thanksgiving at Escape From 
Destruction--Old Women En- 
tombed Six Days at Ottajano 
Are Rescued Alive 


Naples, April 16—The somewhat 
threatening condition of Mount Vesu- 
vius Saturday night having subsided 
with the ejection of enormous clouds of 
sand ané ashes, these elements have 
begun to settle slowly, again envelop- 
ing the mountain in a thick haze and 
cutting off the view from Naples, only 
the outline of the base being visible. 

Professor Matteucci, director of the 
Royal observatory on the mountain, last 
night issued the following bulletia: 
“My instruments are now most calm. 
The emission of sand continues in less 
abundant quantities and I wait serenely 
a satisfactory termination of the erup- 
tion.” 

The sudden renewal of alarm Satur 
day night gave way Sunday to the ceie- 
bration of Easter with unusual fervor. 
The festival is always picturesque in 
Naples, but yesterday it was doubly 
80. Cardinal Prisco celebrated an 
elaborate thanksgiving mass, while 
along the streets crowds prostrated 
themselves before sacred images. 

The gravity of the situation has now 
shifted to Ottajano and San Giuseppe, 
where the recovery of the d@ad from 
the debris goes on amid the misery of 
thousands of homeless refugees A 
sensational development occurred dur- 
ing the work of salvage at Ottajano 
yesterday when the searchers unearthed 
two aged women, still alive, but speech 
less after their six days’ entombment. 
They were among the hundreds who 
were crushed beneath the falling walls 
during the rain of stones and ashes a 
week ago. Hope had been abandoned 
of finding auy of these persous alive. 
The women were protected by the 
rafters of the house in which they 
were in and had managed to exist on a 
few morsels of food which they had in 
their pockets. 

Nine bodies were taken out yesterday 
and it is estimated that a hundred 
more remain under the rulus. The 
work of salvage goes on amid the 
twisted masses of fallen houses, 
churches and stables and in the deep 
drifts of cinders and ashes. At some 
points the ashes are 10 feet deep, reach- 
ing to the windows of the second stories 
of the few hovels still standing 

The work of salvage at San Guiseppe 
has brought to light a remarkable con 
dition. Bodies have been found of wo- 
men in whose hands were coins and 
jewels, and one woman held a rosary, 
indicating the instinct to preserve earth- 
ly belongings in the moment of fleeing 
from death. 

The excavations at Herculaneum, 
over which the town of Resina stands, 
have recorded similar instances of 
death overtaking its victims carrying 
their jewels while fleeing from the in 
vading lava. 


Strike of Express Agents 

St. John, April 16.—Two hundred 
agents of the Canadian Express com- 
pany along the line of the Intercolonial 
railway have gone out on strike to en- 
force a demand, made some time ago, 
for a higher rate of compensation. 
Many of the agents of the express com- 
pany are railroad telegraphers and are 
paid for their services as express 
agents on a commission basis. A de 
mand for a greater commission was re- 
fused by the company and the strike 
followed. 


Cossacks and Bandits Fight 

Tiflis, April 16.—In an encounter in 
the outskirts of Tiflls between Tartar 
brigands and a squadron of dragoons, 
the troops killed two and mortally 
wounded four of the Tarturs, the others 
escaping. A squadron of Cossacks sur- 
prised another band at Javans and cap- 
tured four of the leaders. Four Cos- 
sacks were killed in this encounter and 
after the bandits had been lodged in 
prison they were killed by the Cossack 
guards. 


Father Kills Son by Mistake 

Norvan, Ga., April 16.—C. EB. Lloyd 
saw a man named Davis and Mrs. 
Lioyd enter his home and followed 
with a gun, but Davis disarmed him. 
Lloyd secured a pistol and waited at 
the back door for Davis. When the 
doorknob was turned Lloyd fired four 
shots through the door, to find later 
that he had killed his own son.

plored Dowie to exercise a rigid econ- 
omy ou the part of himself and his fam- 
lly, saying that expenditures to this 
end should be based on needs, rather 
than upon a fictitious Income. 

The inhabitants of Zion City, antic!- 
pating that such « letter would be read, 
flocked to the tabernacle Sunday, and 
long before the services opened the big 
building was filled. After the regular 
Easter ceremonies had been concluded 
Voliva requested Overseer Basefield to 
read the letter In question. When 
Basefield read that section of the letter 
which sald: “There is no doubt for a 
moment that a failure to meet pay- 
ments and an exposure of the true con- 
dition of things would land yourself 
and the cashier and general financial | 
manager in jail very promptly,” the au 
dience signified its approval by ap- 
plause. The letter continued: 

“The standard of Zion cannot be low- 
er than that set by the business world | 
outside. Your safest place would be 
here at home. There is but one country 
outside, and that is Chili, where you 
would be safe from the attacks that 
would be made, and the situation here 

would be hazardous if you continue 
your policy. 

“The using of funds otherwise than 
in accordance with the representations 
made by the stock contracts and certifi- 
cates and the proofs of the appropria- 
tion of such large sums to your own 
personal use and for ends outside of 
the industries named, including what 
has been done at Ben Mac Dhui, would 
be tantamount to a conviction.” The 
letter concludes as follows: 

“Such is the extent of Zion that no- 
where in the civilized world will you 
be without the pale of the extradition 
law. Your business enterprises have 
connections in every land, and hence 
in every country a venue can be laid 
on a criminal charge.” 

Voliva then called Dea om New- 
comb, who was one of the party who 
was traveling with Dowie at the time 
the letter was directed to Dowie. New- 
comb stated that the letter was re- 
ceived by Dowie in Zurich and that he 
flew into a great passion when he dis- 
cussed the epistie, saying that-the poll- 
cles he had inaugurated must prevail. 

Dowie spent a quiet Sunday in this 
city and presided over simple Easter 
ceremonies which were participated in 
by a few of his faithful followers at 
the Auditorium Annex. The attorneys 
for both sides say that there are yet 
hopes that a basis for an amicable set- 
tlement will be reached.

Spent Its Wrath 


CELEBRATION AT NAPLES 


Thanksgiving at Escape From 
Destruction--Old Women En- 
tombed Six Days at Ottajano 
Are Rescued Alive 


Naples, April 16—The somewhat 
threatening condition of Mount Vesu- 
vius Saturday night having subsided 
with the ejection of enormous clouds of 
sand and ashes, these elements have 
begun to settle slowly, again envelop- 
ing the mountain in a thick haze and 
cutting off the view from Naples, only 
the outline of the base being visible. 

Professor Matteucci, director of the 
Royal observatory on the mountain, last 
night issued the following bulletia: 

“My instruments are now most calm. 
The emission of sand continues in less 
abundant quantities and I wait serenely 
a satisfactory termination of the erup- 
tion.” 

The sudden renewal of alarm Satur 
day night gave way Sunday to the ceie- 
bration of Easter with unusual fervor. 
The festival is always picturesque in 
Naples, but yesterday it was doubly 
so. Cardinal Prisco celebrated an 
elaborate thanksgiving mass, while 
along the streets crowds prostrated 
themselves before sacred images. 

The gravity of the situation has now 
shifted to Ottajano and San Giuseppe, 
where the recovery of the d@ad from 
the debris goes on amid the misery of 
thousands of homeless refugees. A 
sensational development occurred dur- 
ing the work of salvage at Ottajano 
yesterday when the searchers unearthed 
two aged women, still alive, but speech 
jess after their six days’ entombment. 
They were among the hundreds who 
were crushed beneath the falling walls 
during the rain of stones and ashes a 
week ago. Hope had been abandoned 
of finding any of these persous alive. 
The women were protected by the 
rafters of the house in which they 
were in and had managed to exist on a 
few morsels of food which they had in 
their pockets. 

Nine bodies were taken out yesterday 


and it is estimated that a hundred 
more remain under the ruins. The 
work of salvage goes on amid the 
twisted masses of fallen houses, 


churches and stables and in the deep 
drifts of cinders and ashes. At some 
points the ashes are 10 feet deep, reach- 
ing to the windows of the second stories 
of the few hovels still standing. 

The work of salvage at San Guiseppe 
has brought to light a remarkable con 
dition. Bodies have been found of wo- 
men in whose hands were coins and 
jewels, and one woman held a rosary, 
indicating the instinct to preserve earth- 
ly belongings in the moment of fleeing 
from death. 

The excavations at Herculaneum, 
over which the town of Resina stands, 
have recorded similar instances of 
death overtaking its victims carrying 
their jewels while fleeing from the in- 

vading lava. 


Strike of Exprees Agents 

John, April 16—Two hundred 
2, of the Canadian Express com- 
pany along the line of the Intercolonial 
railway have gone out on strike to en- 
force a demand, made some time ago, 
for a higher rate of compensation. 
Mary of the agents of the express com- 
pany are railroad telegraphers and are 
paid for their services as express 
agents on a commission basis. A de 
mand for a greater commission was re- 
fused by the company and the strike 
followed. 


Cossacks and Bandits Fight 

Tiflis, April 16.—In an encounter in 
the outskirts of Tiflis between Tartar 
brigands and a squadron of dragoons, 
the troops killed two and mortally 
wounded four of the Tarturs, the others 
escaping. A squadron of Cossacks sur- 
prised another band at Javans and cap- 
tured four of the leaders. Four Cos- 
sacks were killed in this encounter and 
after the bandits had been lodged in 
prison they were killed by the Cossack 
guards. 


Father Kilis Son by Mistake 

Norvan, Ga., April 16.—C. EB. Lloyd 
saw a man named Davis and Mrs. 
Lloyd enter his home and followed 
with a gun, but Davis disarmed him. 
Lloyd secured a pistol and waited at 
the back door for Davis. When the 
doorknob was turned Lloyd fired four 
j Shots through the door, to find later 
| that he had killed his own son. 


Storer Gets Emperor's Picture 

Vienna, April 16—An aidede-camp 
of Emperor Francis Joseph, Major 
Count Driancourt, handed to Bellamy 
Storer, the retiring American ambassa- 
dor, his majesty’s usual gift to an am- 
bassador on such occasions, an auto- 
graph picture of the emperor in a dia- 
mond studded frame. 


Demonstration Against Jews 

Tangier, April 16.—Grave anti-Jew- 
ish manifestations took place here, dur- 
ing which the Jews were threatened 
with death. The agitators paraded the 
streets and afterwards hanged and 
burned effigies dressed in Israelite cos- 
tumes. 


Carnegie First to Be Honored 
London, April 16.—Andrew Carnegie 
has consented to receive the freedom of 
the borough of Gravesend, a distinction 
never before conferred. The ceremony 
wae occur June 1.

Living In Glass Houses. 

That living in glass houses is not an 
idle dream is shown by Frank C. Per- 
kins in the Technical World in an arti- 
cle entitled “Modern American Glass 
Houses.” Mr, Perkins says: 

“These buildings were designed by 
C. EB. Eastman, a well known architect 
of Des Moines, Ia., whose idea of glass 
wall construction includes the use of 
milk white opalescent wire glass one- 
fourth of an inch thick securely fixed 
In two steel vertical divisions, which 
are parallel and laced together for the 
purpose of stiffening. These divisions 
&re supported at the floors by brackets 
riveted to the steel channels of the 
oor construction. 

“The wall thus consists of two glazed 
screens separated by a foot of dead air 
space, which affords insulation against 
heat, cold or sound to as great an ex- 
tent as would a solid brick wali of the 
same thickness. The double vertical di- 
visions are spaced about four feet 
apart. : 

“The two glass screens are trans- 
lucent to any degree desired. The ex- 
terior effect is that of a marble wall.”

The Danes and Britain. 

John Ackworth, an English dialect 
novelist who made a special study of 
the dialects of Lancashire, Yorkshire, 
the east coasts and also of the Danes, 
shows that the Danes by their early 
landings and sojournings in England 
have influenced the language of the 
east coasts of Britain to an extraor- 
dinary degree and that the Danes and 
the British, in spite of apparent dif- 
ferences, are one practically in speech 
and language as well as in the rela- 
tionship of blood. “So strong is the 
English of the east coasts of England 
impregnated with Danish,” John Ack- 
worth once said, “that I am sure that 
if a fisherman from the east coasts of 
England were to be wrecked on the 
shores of Denmark and he would only 
speak in his true native dialect that 
fisherman would be able to make him- 
self understood.” 


The Christian Era. 

The Christian era was suggested or 
devised by Dionysius Exiguus, a Ro- 
man monk, who, in 527, began its use 
and proposed that all public and private 
documents should be dated “in the year 
of our Lord.” It did not come into gen- 
eral use in France unti] the eighth cen- 
tury nor in Engiand until July, 816; in 
Spain it was not adopted until the 
eleventh century; in Portugal it was 
made legal in 1415; in the empire of the 
east is was established by royal edict 
in 1458, a few weeks before the fall of 
Constantinople. 


where Circulation Is Feeblest. 

Those who lead a sedentary life find 
the circulation feeblest about the nose, 
lips and temples, and those parts of 
the face should be energetically knead- 
ed several times a day.

given in life or devised or bequeathed 
upon death to any individual—a tax so 
framed as to put It out of the power of 
the owner of one of these enormous for 
tunes to hand on more than a certain 
amount to any one individual; the tax, 
of course, to be imposed by the national 
and not the state government. 

“Such taxation should, of course, bo 
almed merely at the inheritance oF 
transmission in their entirety of those 
fortunes swollen beyond all healthy 
limits.”

BIRTH TARNISHED 


Thousands of Children Affected 
by Divorce Decision 

Washington, April 18.—The decision 
by the United States supreme court in 
the case of Haddock vse. Haddock, de- 
elaring that when both parties to a suit 
for divorce do not reside in the state in 
which the suit is brought, the decree of 
divorce granted is not enforcable in any 
other state, is of vital interest in every 
state in the Union. 

The conditions in the Haddock case 
form a simple example of what this de- 
cision means. When Haddock brought 
suit in Connecticut, where he resided, 
against his wife, she was living in New 
York. The court holds that the fact 
that both did not live in Connecticut 
made the divorce decree worthless in 
another state. Haddock’s second mar- 
riage, therefore, was declared void, and 
his second wife was not his lawful 
wife, and children born of such mar- 
riage would be illegitimate. 

This is a blow to Dakota divorces, aud 
all those secured at Newport in recent 
years by society women who have 
sought to rid themselves of undesirable 
mates. 

Fully 20,000 children in the United 
States, heretofore considered legili 
mate offspring of legally married vou 
ples, may make no claim as heirs. 


Divorce Decision Creates Chaos 

Chicago, April 18.—It is estimated by 
Chicago lawyers that the decision of the 
supreme court of the United States 
holding (tUegal all divorces except 
where both parties to the suit resided 
within the same jurisdiction will make 
illegal 500 divorces that have been 
granted in this city alone and pave the 
way for all manner of complications in 
the next generation over inheritance 
and the rights to property.

Three Regiments 
of Boys’ Brigade 
Storm and Cepture 
Third Hi)! 


Third hill at Wollaston has been con- 
sidered a Gibralter, but on Patriots day 
the Boys’ Brigades of Massachusetts 
showed that they bad tbe pluck and 
perseverance of the Japanese, and by a 
systematic attack captured tbe height. 
The extended order movements were 
witnessed by hundreds many of whom 
occupied the besieged hill, and 
amusing to see them flee before the 
advancing enewy. 

It was the annual field day of the 
companies of the Massachusetts division 
of the United Boys’ Brigade of America 
which includes Atlaotic and Wollaston 
companies. Thirty-oue compasies repre- 
senting eight regiments participated. 
Most of them arrived at Wollaston by 
train or electric car before 9.45 A. M., 
and there were lively scenes about the 
station until ten o'clock. 

Aline of march was taken toward 
Third Hill via Newport avenue, Brook

The 
other two regiments went up Wintbrop 
avenue, the second regiment turning 
into Lincoln avenue, and the third reg- 
iment into Warren aveaue. These regi 
ments were used largely as areserve but 
supported the first regiment and made 
a spirited charge at the last, making 
the victory decisive. 

There were no defending companies 
on the bill, but there was ao imaginary 
foe there.

As if it were not a 
sufficiently ridiculous thing that one 
man should challenge another because 
his name was Sparrow and the other's 
Blackbird, the duel was actually fought 
from the trees, the seconds standing 
on the ground below. The pistols were 
fired at the signal. There was a rus- 
tling among the leaves of one of the 
chestnut trees. It was Pierrot d'Isaac, 
who, wounded severely in one leg, 
came tumbling to the ground. At this 
point the marquis began to chirp tri- 
umphantly, imitating the song of a 
blackbird. This was a fresh insult, to 
be atoned for in only one way, and 
D’Isaac waited for his wound to re- 
cover to challenge Sainte-Marie for the 
chirp. This time the duel was fought

NO HUNGRY PEOPLE | 


Magnificent Response to the Ap- 
peals For Assistance 
The committee having in charge the 


relief of the hungry reports that every 
homeless man, woman and child in San 
Fraficisco is being cared for, and that 
there is no suffering on the score of 
either food or drink within the city. | 
Within a few hours an ample supply of | 
milk will be assured. 

The committee is establishing new 
relief stations wherever needed. In 
addition, at many points on the out- 
skirts individual or independent or- 
ganizations are working in connection 
with the committee. The relief of the 
needy is being accomplished magnifi- 
cently. 

Cars and steamers laden to their ca- 
pacity with food and medical supplies 
are pouring into the city from every | 
point along the coast and throughout 
the state. 

Everywhere throughout the burned, 
as well as the remaining section of the 
city, there is the greatest activity. 
Streets are being cleared of debris, la- 
borers are repairing broken water pipes, 
sewers and gas mains, electricians 
everywhere are seeking to uatangle the 
confusion of wires—in fact, San Fran- 
cisco is in the first stages of its regen- 
eration. 

There are no hungry people. The | 
gaunt spectre of starvation has van- 
ished by the magnificent response of 
the people of California and of the en- | 
lire nation to the appeals that went out | 
for assistance. Food by the carload 
and boatload has poured into Oakland 
and in sufficient quantities to over- | 
whelm the committee which has in 
ebarge the distribution. 

So great is the volume of foodstuffs 
brought into the general depot at Oak- 
land Mole that the general committee 
made an appeal for skilled labor in the 
handling of these supplies. Grocers, 
butchers and commission men have | 
been requested to secure men who are | 
familar with the handling of foodstuffs 
Im order that the distribution at the 
scores of stations established may go 
on without confusion. |

One of the noteworthy features of the 
situation is the remarkable promptness 
with which the work of systematically 
caring for the homeless has been thor- 
oughly organized and put into operation.

“Men and women fought about the 
entrance of the ferry like a band of in- 
furiated animals.

As the boat 
crossed the bay the smoke and flame 
rose high sky high, and the roar of fall- 
ing buildings and the cries of the peo- 
ple filled the air.” 

“The first I remember of the earth 
quake was finding my self in the mid 
dle of the floor, where, with chairs and 
other bits of furniture, I had been 
thrown,” said G. F. Burgner of Osceola, 
Wis. With his wife and two daughters 
he had registered at the St. Francis 
hotel in San Francisco the night before 
the disaster. 

“With my family, I rushed down 
stairs.” he said. “We pushed our way 
through the crowded streets, where 
everyone was hurrying here and there. 
Some were pulling trunks behind them 
Bricks, stones and all sorts of debris 
filled the roadway, and we had a difmfi- 
cult time making the waterfront. An 
electric launch was moored there and 
on it we escaped to Oakland. The 
groans and cries of those pinned under 
the timbers of the collapsing buildings 
were pitiful to hear, and the worst of It 
was that nothing could be done to save 


them.”

The Town's Crooked Dividing Line.

Ameri- 
can experience does not greatly encour- 
age this policy, and yet, were it sub- 
mitted to a majority vote in many munic- 
ipalities, adoption would probably fol- 
low. Only twenty gas systems in munic- 
ipalities of the United States are today 
publicly owned, as against nine bun- 
dred and fifty-six in private hands. 
Electric lighting, for some reason, bas 
been a much more favored municipal 
enterprise, the figures standing one hun- 
dred and ninety-three public systems 
to eleven hundred and ninety private, 
in places having a population of more 
than three thousand, for which these 
figures are all prepared. Certain things 
the community can doubtless do better 
in its public capacity, and this is rough- 
ly indicated by the decisions which the 
Americans have made. Waterworks are 
in a slight majority of cases in public 
hands, the figures standing seven hun- 
dred and seventy-six to six hundred and 
sixty-one. Only forty-two privately 
owned :ower systems are recorded, as 
against eleven hundred and forty-five as 
municipal enterprises. —Boston Tran 
script.

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_ CADET SHIP FOUNDERS 
% —_ 
Topheavy Craft Responsible For 
Loss of Thirty-Five Lives 

Lendon, April 24—The Count De 
Smet De Naeyer, a cadet sailing ship 
used by the Belgian govermument for 
training officers for the government 
service, foundered in the Bay of Biscay, 
with a loss of 35 lives, including the 
captain and the officer commanding the 
eadets. The cadets included the sons 
of many prominent Belgians. Twenty- 
six survivors of the wreck were res- 
cued by the French bark Dunkerque. 

It is difficult to get precise details of 
the disaster owlnvg to the Dunkerque, 
which was proceeding to Hamburg, re- 
fusing any information or the names 
of the survivors and also declining an 
invitation to land the survivors at 
Dover. 

The Court De Smet De Naeyer was 
buikt at Grenock in 1904. It is alleged 
thet she turned turtle when she was 
launched, necessitating alterations to 
improve her stability. Most of her of- 
ficers resigned after her first voyage, 
declaring that she was still topheavy. 
She started on her ili-fated second voy- 
age April 11 and anchored off Flushing 
till Baster Saturday, when she was 
towed Into the North sea and started on 
her voyage for Australa. She en 
countered terrible weather in the Bay 
of Biscay, labored heavily and foun- 
dered. It is supposed that a boat or raft 
was launched and that by this means 
the survivors were rescued, but no de 
talls or list of survivors is obtainable. 


Regicides Leave Servian Army 

Belgrade, April 24.—There is good 
authority for the statement that four 
colonels and a major, all of whom 
were prominent in the plot agaiust 
King Alexander and Queen Draga, 
have asked to be retired, and that King 
Peter has signed a proclamation com- 
plying with their request. Itis ex- 
pected therefore that the present cab- 
inet, slightly modified, wil! retain office 
and that diplomatic relations witb 
Great Britain will be renewed. 


Maine Town Has $90,000 Fire 

Gardiner, Me., April 24.—Four mills,

ests were endangered by a fire which 
in two hours caused a total estimated 
less of $90,000. It was controlled with 
assistance from neighboring cities 
The principal losses were sustalned by 
Gray & Hildreth, Joshua Gray & Sous, 
Gardiner woolen mill and the Oakland 
Manufacturing company. 


Veto on Gambling Scheme 

Albany, April 24.—With a veto mes- 
sage, in which hesharply denounces the 
present law permitting at race tracks 
the gambling which isa felony else- 
where, Governor Higgins returned to 
the senate last alght, without approva'. 
the bill increasing the percentage of 
the gross receipts of race meetings to 
be distributed among the agricultural 
societies. At present 5 percent of the 
gross receipts are given to agricultural! 
societies. 


Censidered Wage Advance 

New Bedford, Mass., April 24.—The 
jocal Textile council met last evening 
to consider the question of an advance 
of wages and also of the action of the 
weavers in postponing the request for 
an advance. The result was not made 
public. All the Textile unions of the 
city except the weavers have voted to 
ask for an increase, anit the action of 
the weavers has complicated the situa- 
tion.

was soon dissipated. At a conference | 


at Fort Mason it Was agreed that this 
was the case and that Dr. Devine him- 
self should frame a telegram to the 
president informing him of the splendid 
work already done and of his perfect 
willingness to assist in forwarding the 
measures already taken. 

What hurt even more than this was 
the suggestion made in the telegram 
from President Roosevelt to Secretary 
of War Taft that reports had reached 
him that less charity was being shown 
the Chinese who dwelt here than the 
whites, and directing that, 
true, the situation should be remedied 
at once. If the people of San Fran- 
cisco are not in love with the Chinese 
it was felt that the name they have 
earned in the past for charity and open- 
heartedness should have saved them 
from any suggestion of having permit- 
ted any human being within their reach 
to suffer 

Mature reflections, however, brought 
the conviction that the truth had not 
reached the president, and a_ special 
message Was sent him signed by the 
constituted authorities recounting the 
exact facts. The message follows: 

“All reports that the people or the 
officials of the relief committees of San 
Francisco are making any distinction 
in relieving, succoring or protecting the 
Chinese or any other people differing 
in race or color, are totally false and 
entirely unfounded. The committees, 
and even the homeless sufferers them 
selves, are tveating the Chinese and all 
other fellow-unfortunates with the con 
sideration worthy of our civilization 
and our country. The people of San 
Francisco are striving with all their 
hearts to relieve their destitute, care for 
the sick, protect their helpless and up- 
lift their stricken, irrespective of race, 
color or creed, in accordance with the 
dictates of humanity, in a manner 
worthy of Americans, and in the com- 
mon brotherhood of man. Please give 
press.” 

The work of housing and feeding the 
homeless and of reconstituting the sani- 
tary conditions, already far advanced, 
is being carried on with tremendous 
energy. It is certain that no one is 
hungry in San Francisco unless he is 
wilfully so. There is food for all and 
the method of distribution has been so 
perfected that it is within reach of all. 

There has been no outbreak of dis- 
sease of a contagious character, nor {s 
any feared, and as for those pulmonary 
diseases that might be expected to be 
prevalent in such a crisis, they are 
ehiefly notable by their absence.

Coroner Thinks That the Num-' 
ber May Be Even Greater 
Coroner Walsh says: “Bodies that 
the deputy coroners have found and | 
buried number 300, as follows: At 
Polk and Bay streets, 32; at Portsmouth 


square, 23; at Washington square, 12;

Dogs Are Feasting on Human 
Corpses In the Burned District 

One of the gruesome scenes that has 
followed the fire was that witnessed 
on Telegraph hill and Russian bill and 
along the entire North Beach front of 
the city Tuesday, when scores of half- 
starved dogs were found eating human 


bodies. The animals were discovered 
gnawing aud tearing at the corpses 
half burned in the ruins. Where only

OBEYED ORDERS 


Flames Were Checked by Three 
Heroes From the Navy 

Three heroes saved what is left of 
San Francisco. They were the mem- 
bers of the dynamite squad who 
fire at Van Ness avenue 
When the city seemed doomed and the 
flames lit the sky further and further 
to the west, Admiral McCalia sent 
three experis in explosives from Mare 
Island with orders to check the con- 
flagration at any cost of life or prop- 
erty. They brought a ton and a balf of 
gun-cotton. 

‘The thunderous detonations to which 
the terrified city listened all that dread- 
ful Friday night meant the saving of 
200,000 lives. A million dollars’ worth 
of property, noble residences and worth-

President Advises Taking Its Les- 
sons to Heart 


THE NAVY'S INADEQUACY 


Due to Parsimony Which Cost 
the Nation Thousands of Dol- 
lars For Every Dollar Foolishly 
Saved--Admiral Jones Sepul- 


ture Ceremonies 


Annapolis, Md., April 25.—Rever-

of John Paul Jones were given 
ypt beueath the grand 
stairway of Bancroft hail, 
there to rest until the completion of the 
chapel of the naval academy in which 
they are to be deposited until a place 
therein shall have been prepared for 
them. 

The casket containing the remains of 
the admiral had been removed from the 
in which they have 
rested being brought from 
France and deposited In the new arm- 
ory of the naval academy in front of 
the speaker's stand. The oaken casket 
was hidden from view by the national 
flag, and upon it rested two crossed 
palms, a wreath of green and the sword 
presented to Jones by a King of France. 

Out in the bay rode at anchor three 
great warships flying the tri-color of 
France, under the command of Admiral 
Campion teside them were four 
United States battleships, four cruisers 
and the yacht Mayflower. From these 
came more than 1500 sailors and ma- 
rines, 200 of the former being from the 
French vessels, who lined the route to 
the armory taken by President Roose 
velt and the other dignitaries. 


the president entered the arm- 
face 10,000 standing, 
1g men and women. Ina set 
speech the president extended thanks 
tu the French nation for its courtesy 
and held up Admiral Jones as a model 
for our sailors. He followed this with 
extemporaneous remarks, saying: 

“I wish that our people as a whole, 
and especially those among us who oc- 
cupy high legislative or administrative 
positions, would study the history of 
our nation with the desire to learn the 
lesson that history teaches. Let the 
men who talk lightly about Its being 
unnecessary for us now to have an 
army and navy ‘adequate for the work 
of this nation in the world remember 
only that such utterances are not mere 
ly foolish, for in their effects they may 
at any time be fraught with disaster 
and disgrace to the nation’s honor as 
well as disadvantage to its interests. 

“Let them take to heart some of the 
lessons which should be learned by the 
study of the war of 1812. .Our parsi- 
mouy in preparing an adequate 
navy (which would have prevented the 
war) cost in the end literally thousands 
of dollars for every one dollar we thua

After two years of 
that war an utterly inconsiderable 
British force of about 4000 men were

Washington, but the sin of the in- 


vaders in burning the buildings is trivial 
compared with the sin of our own peo- 
ple in falling to make ready an ade 
quate force to defeat the attempt. This 
nation was guilty of such shortsighted- 
ness, of such folly, of such lack of 
preparation that it was forced supinely 
to submit to the Insult and was im 
potent to avenge it, and it was only 
the good fortune of having in Andrew 
Jackson a great natural soldier that 
prevented a repetition of the disaster at 
New Orleans Let us remember our 
own shortcomings and see to it that the 
men in public life today are not permit- 
ted to bring about 4 state of things by 
which we should in effect invite a repe- 
tition of such a humibation. 

“We can afford as a people to differ 
on the ordinary party questions; but if 
we are both far-sighted and patriotie 
we cannot afford to differ on the all-im- 
portant question of keeping the national 
defenses as they should be kept; of not 
alone keeping up, but of going on with 
the building up of the United States 
navy and of keeping our small army at 
least at its present size and making it 
the most efficient for its size that there 
is on the globe.” 

Addresses were also delivered by 
Ambassador Jusserand, General Horace 
Porter and Governor Warfield of Mary- 
land.

MUCH IMPROVED 


Business In Portions of San 
| Francisco Being Resumed on @ 
Scale--Armed ‘‘Vigi- 
lance Committees’? Get Fair 
Warning to Disband--Shortage 
of Water Continues--Militia- 
men Have Acted Under Misap- 
prehension of the Conditions-- 
Task of Food Committee

San Francisco, April 26.—An earth- 
quake shock yesterday afternoon top- 


pled over several tottering walls and 


cracked chimneys, left by the Severe 
shock of a week previous and the fire 
that followed, and killed one woman in 


her home. The shock was not severe, 
but the partly wrecked condition of 
walls aud chimneys resulted in the up- 
setting of some masonry. The shock 
was barely perceptible In Oakland and 
vicinity, and was not feit far from San 
Francisco. The shock in this city 
lasted nearly a minute. 

Yesterday's quake caused slight ex- 
citement of short duration among Many 
persons who have been wrought to a 
high state of excitement by the awful 
happenings of the last week, but quiet 
aud assurance were soon restored. The 
woman killed was Mrs. Annie Whilt- 
aker, aged 25 years. Mrs. Whitaker 
was at work in the kitchen of her home 
in the Mission district when the shock 
came. The chimney, which was in a 
tottering condition, crashed through the 
roof and fractured her skull. Her body 
was buried an hour later at Laurel Hill 
cemetery. 

Stores Are Reopening 

“Conditions improving” is the happy 
expression from those who have charge 
of caring for their less fortunate fellow 
townsmen. In fact, pow that the most 
important duty will hereafter be per- 
formed by the army—that of distribut- 
ing the food supplies, which have been 

|given lavishly—the citizens of San 

Francisco have ‘turned their attention 
to details of the reconstruction of their 
business. 

There has been a resumption of bus!- 
ness to an astonishing extent, consider- 

}ing conditions throughout the residen- 
tial quarter. Retail stores were in- 
structed to reopen and the municipal 
government has established a scale of 
prices for the most Important commodi- 
ties which is even below that existing 
under normal conditions. Warning 
was given retailers that any effort on 
their part to charge exorbitant prices 
would result In summary action by the 
authorities. 

Street cars are promised for today 
and electric lights will be turned on this 
evening. The work of building and re- 
pairing chimneys is proceeding rapid- 
ly, but it will be some time before it is 
safe to allow fires. 

Dinner Hour Cut Out 

The preparation of the morning and 
the evening meals—for San Francisco 
as a rule does not partake of more than 
that number at present—is a_pictur- 
esque sight. In front of every house 
there is a small, improvised furnace or 
a cook stove, on which the food is pre- 
pared. In some cases servants remain 
faithful to their employers, and to them 
the cooking is entrusted; but it is no 
unusual thing to see the wives of men 
who a few days ago were the posses- 
sors of fortunes stirring the porridge or 
deftly manipulating bacon and eggs. 

San Francisco goes to bed at night- 


fall. While the extremely rigid rule 
concerning lights in houses has been 


modified, still the general situation is 
considered by the average citizen to be 
so unsafe at night that he retires with- 
out going abroad, and in many cases 
without showing a light in his house. 
Many reports have been made during 
the last few days of shots fired into 
houses that showed a light, and few 
are disposed to take chances. 
A Tip to “Vigilantes” 

Mayor Schmitz has taken a firm 
6tand against “citizens’ protective com- 
mittees” organized in many sections of 
the city by men who undertake to regu- 
late the affairs of their neighborhood. 
Many complaints have been made 
against these “committees.” Respon- 

| sible citizens have been stopped at 
night and made to explain why they 
were abroad after dark, and even shots 
have been fired at persons who had a 
right to go anywhere they pleased at 
any hour. It was one of these so called 
“vigilance committees” that is to be 
held responsible for the death of Major 
‘Tilden, who was shot while perform- 
ing relief work. The mayor has given 
instructions that the members of these 
“committees” are to be disarmed wher- 
ever found by the city police, and if any 
resistauce is offered are to be treated 
as looters, which means that they are 
to be shot without ceremony. 
| The water supply is still a serious 
problem. It has been decided that stil! 
further restrictions should be put on 
the use of the water now available. 
Hereafter, until the water system has 
been repaired, there is to be but one 
water faucet for each block throughout 
the city. 
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The state militia has not been with- 
drawn, notwithstanding the requests 
from the mayor and from the citizens’ 
executive committee. It appears that 
as a rule members of the militia bave 
had a misapprebension of the condi- 
tions in San Francisco. They have 
acted as though martial law was in 
force and that it was their duty to regu- 
jate the affairs of the city according to 
their individual conception of that law. 
Since they have been confined to 4 lim- 
jted area, however, and the conditions 
have been explained to them, there has 
been less complaint from citizens. 

There is nothing but praise for the 
work of the army, the navy and the po- 
lice. They have acted with reason at 
all times. Marines are used in a large 
region for patrol duty and they have 
maintained the best of order without 
one instance of conflict with anybody. 

Everywhere sanitary conditions are 
satisfactory. Probably there has been 
less sickness at the Presidio than at 
any of the other camps, and this may 
be attributed to the fact that the peo- 
ple there have been sheltered, fed and 
directed by army officers. 

The president's proclamation, issued 
yesterday, has had a cheering effect. 
The local fimance committee and the 
Red Cross are acting together and the 
work of relief is conducted In a sy8- 
tematic manner. A force of expert ac- 
countants has been engaged, an audit- 
ing and supervising committee ap- 
pointed, and every dollar out of the 
fund will be accounted for. 


The Distribution of Food 

An idea of the task which confronts 
the food committee may be gained from 
the fact that throughout the city ra- 
tions for 349,440 persons were distrib- 
uted yesterday. At one point prov isions 
were given out to 672 persons an hour

He was the 
engineer who first surveyed the inter- 
oceanic canal routes for the government 
across the Isthmus of Panama. He 
built the Hoosac tunnel, planned and 
constructed the Niagara suspension 
bridge, built the big railroad bridge at 
St. Johns, another at Avon, Eng., andat 
the age of 73 planned the Hudson river 
bridge. During the Civil war he was 
known as “Old Shovels.” Three times 

he received the thanks of congress.

SAVE THE FORESTS 


Means Much to New England | DA N F | NG | 
and Southern Cities s] 


Washington, April 26.—A large and 
enthusiastic delegation, representing 14 
States in New England and the south, 
favoring the proposition to create two 


large forest reserves, one in the White 
mountains and the other in the Appa- 
lachians, was heard by the house com- 
mittee on agriculture. The proposition 
involves an appropriation of $3,000,000. 
The White mountain reserve will con- 
tain 1250 square miles and the Appa- 
lachian reserve area will be 17,500 
square miles. 

Governor McLane of New Hamp- 
shire opened the argument, speaking 
particularly with reference to the White 
mountain proposition. In the area pro- 
posed to be reserved, he said, was the 
source of five of America’s greatest wa- 
terways. Five states had become rich 
and prosperous from the water power 
thus furnished and on this they must 
place dependence for future prosperity. 
New England he said, had no coal; she 
had water power, but without the White 
mountain forests, she would have nei- 
ther. The forests were now being de 
pleted at a rapid rate. 

The governor drew an object lesson 
from the San Francisco disaster, and 
said that instead of letting the fact that 
large sums had to be appropriated for 
the relief of the sufferers delay the 
present proposition it should be re 
garded as a reason to hasten the con- 
servation of the New England re 
sources. Not one city would become 
desolate by delay, but many commun!- 
ties. 

Several others spoke of the necessity | 
of the White mountain and Appalachian 
reserves.

Councilman Nichols of Ward 10, 
Boston, wants information upon the 
meter scheme for the enrichment of the 
meter trust, and in submitting an order 
to that effect Thursday evening he inti- 
mated that possibly a few politicians 
might be interested in the success of 
the measure, says the Journal, This 
is the request for information which 
be offered in the council session: 

‘‘Ordered. That the water commis- 
sioner, through his Looor the mayor, 
be requested to furnish the Common 
Council witb an estimate of the cost of 
installation of water meters in this city 
in accordance with the provisions of 
House bill 1236; also, whether or nt 
the water takers or the general tax- 
payers, as such would be required to 
bear the expense of such installation; 
also, the probable annual expense of in- 
spection, meter readers, depreciaticn, 
repairs, etc., under the provisions of 
said bill." 

According to the Journal it will cost 
nearly $100,000 to meter all the present 
services in Quincy, and over $100,000 
if the additions for five years are in- 
cluded. 

Of the 154,007 services bringing the 
water of the Metropolitan system to the 
950,000 people it supplies, 18,604, 
scarcely 12 per cent. are already me- 
tered. In only towns, Belmont 
and Milton, are all the services metered. 
The following table sbows the services 
in the various towns and cities, 
meters and the cost of metering the 
balance of the services:

The items for sinking fund, and for 
interest will not be reduced by any leg- 
islation relative to meters, and these 
comprise over five-sixth of the assess- 
ments upon cities and towns. 

For example the Metropolitan water 
assessment upon Quincy, in 1005 was 
$35,832.50, of which $30,000.00 was for 
maturing debt and interest. 

The only saving can come in the item 
of $328,624.16 which the State expends 
annually for maintevance and for which 
Quincy is assessed about $6,000.00. 

Ifthis whole item could be wiped 
out by introducing meters, 
nut pay a city. 

Quincey cannot expect to save one- 
half of $6,000.00 (where all cities are on 
an equality), but it proposes to incar a 
debt of over $100,000.00, and pay $4,000 
annually for interest just to try the ex- 
periment, And may at the same time 
reduce the revenue for water $10,000 
or more anopally.

CITY FULL OF TROOPS 


Paris Not Likely to Suffer by 
May Day Demonstrations 

Paris, April 27.—Prefect of Police Le- 
pine has made a reassuring reply to 
hundreds of letters which anxious citi- | 
zens have addressed to the police. He 
says that all precautions have been | 
taken to maintain order in the streets 
May i and prevent attempts against | 
life or property. Besides the full police 
force which will be om duty, reinforce- 
ments consisting of 25,000 infantry, | 
cavalry and artillery will arrive here 
today and tomorrow. These troops will 
be disposed throughout the city with 
precise orders, Special surveillance 
will be maintained over the water and 
gas conduits. 

In addition to the troops mentioned 
eight squadrons of cavalry relieved 
from duty in the mining regions have 
been brought to Paris and dragoons and 
hussars are coming from many other 
points. 

In strike circles the men are much 
calmer. The workmen in wumerous 
trades have announced their adhesion 
to the eight-hour movement, but the 
railroad men and employes of the pro- 
vision trades do not intend to strike. 


Descent on Agitators 

St. Petersburg, April 27.—The police 
descended upon the socialist labor lead- 
ers and captured the entire executive 
committees of the St. Petersburg So. 
cialist Democrats and Social Revolu- 
tionists and a number of prominent la- 
bor leaders who were holding a secret 
congress in the capital. Several meet- 
ings had been held and police had held 
off, hoping to secure the entire con- 
gress, but a warning was given and a 
majority of the members escaped. 
These members are so enraged at the 
arrest of their leaders that they threat- 
en giant demonstrations by the unem- 
ployed, which will be certain to result 
in bloodshed. 


Dowie Receives Cail From Wife 

Chicago, April 27—Overseer Jane 
Dowle, wife of the deposed head of the 
Christian Catholic church, visited her 
husband at the Auditorium Annex. 
This is the first time Dowle and his 
wife have seen each other in several 
months. Mrs. Dowie had cast her lot 
with the new administration and since 
then has repudiated her husband pub- 
licly several times. Mrs. Dowie re 
mained in her husband's apartments 
for half an hour, after which she re 
turned to Zion City. Those faithful ta 
Dowle assert that Mrs. Dowle called to 
arrange for Dowie's proposed return to 
Zion City tomorrow.

Muskegee, I. T., April 27.—The In- 
dian agew®, acting under instructions 
from the department of the interior, has 
taken every producing oil lease owned 
by Guffey & Galey out of their posses- 
sion and placed the land in the posses- 
sion of the allottees from whow the 
lease was taken, on the ground that 
Guffey & Galey had sold their leases 
contrary to the rulings of the depart 
ment of the interior. The price quoted 
for the sale was alleged to be $1,250,000

Taunton, Mass., April 27.—Walter 
Billings claimed in court here that he 
had seven wives. “Lucky number,” he 
said, “but they are all devils.

READY TO SUM UP 


Prosecution Rests In Crapsey 


Heresy Trial 


THE CHURCH DOCTRINES 


Accusers Declare That They Are 
the Main Points at Issue--De- 
fense Outlines Position on Im- 


maculate Conception 


Batavia, N. Y., April 27.—The trial of 


Rey. Algernon 8. Crapsey of Roches-| ing Lyno High at the Park, and Adams 


ter before an ecclesiastical court of five 
Episcopal 
churches is nearing Dr. 
Crapsey stands charged W ith heresy and 
a violation of his ordination vows, the 
evidence against him being a book of 
sermons printed over his name and the 
Book of Common Prayer of the Episco- 


pal church.

sent the testimony of a number of prom- 
ineut clergymen as to whether or not 
Crapsey’s sayings constituted heresy, 
but the court ruled the testimony out 
on the ground that no man could qualify 
as an expert in doctrine, and on the 
further ground that the witnesses were 
called to express opinions on subjects 
which were before the court for de- 
cision. The lawyers for the prosecu- 
tion and defense will sum up today. 

The widespread interest which Is at- 
tracted to the trial was manifested by 
increased attendance, the 
courthouse being crowded. A number 
of prominent clergymen of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal church had come to 
tatavia from points as far distant as 
Boston, New York, Chicago and Cin- 
cinnati. There’ were also a number of 
women present. 

The most interesting ineijdent of the 
day was au exchange between Judge 
Stiness for the prosecution and Edward 
M. Shepard for the defense. In detin- 
ing the case to the court Stiness said: 

“This court has to determine two 
things: First, whether Dr. Crapsey 
made the statements cited in the pre- 
sentment There is no proof neces- 
sary, because this is admitted by the 
defense; second, whether those state- 
ments amount to a violation of the doc- 
trines of Christ. It is not a question 
whether that doctrine is true. The 
great question is Are these things 
said by Dr. Crapsey in accordance with 
the doctrines of the church?’ 

Judge Stiness, during his argument, 
mentioned the doctrine of the holy 
Catholic church as contained in the 
creed. He said that it could be taken 
to mean the entire church of Christ or 
just the Protestant Episcopal! church. 

Mr. Shepard picked the Rhode Island 
jurist up on this point and presented 
the argument of the defense. “I think,” 
Shepard said, “that Judge Stiness hit 
his controversy at the centre or heart 
when he spoke of the holy Catholic 
church. We assert in the creed that we 
believe in the holy Catholic church. 
Judge Stiness says that thre are two 
interpretations of this, either one of 
which a man may hold. He did not 
deny that each was different from what 
is literally meant by the church of the 
pope of Rome. Here is one item to 
which he concedes there are two Inter- 
pretations. How, I ask, is one part of 
the creed more sacred than another? 
Is the doctrine of the virgin birth more 
sacred than that of the holy Catholic 


church? Can there be two interpreta- 


tions to one part of the creed and only | 


one to all the rest? 


“The real question Is this,” Shepard j 
continued: “A clergyman, having taken | 


his ordination vows, devotes himself 


to the study of Holy Scripture and is | 


driven to the conclusion that the creed 
has such a meaning. Is it his right and 
duty to preach that, or is it not? That 
is the whole question. Gentlemen of 
the court, we believe in the creed. We 
place our case and our argument as 
much on the creed as the prosecution 
does.” 

Dr. Crapsey’s position on the matter 
of the immaculate conception, enunci- 
ated by ‘iis counsel, is as follows: He 
says that he denies the virgin birth, but 
he does not deny the immaculate con- 
ception. The birth of Jesus, he says, 
was immaculate. Jesus, however, he 
believes was the son of Joseph. 
was naturally born, although his birth 
was Immaculate and he himself was 
immaculate. Crapsey explains that he 
takes exception to the doctrine that 
Jesus Christ was the son of the Holy 
Ghost. 


Congressman Perkins says that in

Crapsey the defense will appeal! to the 
court of review, which is an ecclesias- 
tical court im constant operation for the 
appeal of any and all church cases. Its 
members are drawn from clergymen 
from five dioceses, as well as from lay- 
men.

MAKE TWO PROPOSITIONS 


Both Ask Increase of Wages 
Over Present Scale--Widows, 
Orphans and Maimed Men Fill 
Authracite Region 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., April 27.—The an- 
thracite miners in districts one, seven 
and nine, comprisiag the anthracite 
field, will hold a convention at Scran- 
ton next Thursday to take action upon 
the reply of the operators, if any, to two 


propositions submitted to President 


Baer and his associates yesterday. 

The decision to call a convention was 
reached at a meeting of the general an- 
thracite scale committee here. The 
session was lengthy and, while those 
who participated were reticent, it is 
known that there was a wide divergence 
of opinion as to the form of the propo- 
sition to be presented to the operators. 

President Mitchell last night made 
public two propositions, together with 
a request for another joint conference, 
submitted by the miners’ scale commit- 
tee to President Baer and his asso- 
ciates. The first proposition asks for an 
increase in wages ranging from 5to 
percent, according to the wages bow re- 
ceived. The second proposition asks 
for an advance equal to 10 cents a ton 
upon the total production of coal, to be 
added to the wages of employes and ap 
portioned in such percentage as may be 
agreed upon. 

The two propositions are 
to George F.' Baer and the committee 
of seven of the operators. In his letter 
Mitchell says: 

“In considering 
posed for contract workers, we request 
that you keep in mind the great hazard 
incident to their employment and the 
skili anfl experience required by this 
class of labor. In the year 1905 644 fa- 
tal accidents and more than 1200 non- 
fatal accidents occurred in the anthra- 
cite mines.

goods of all kinds were dumped and 
even sacks of silver coins were emptied 
in the hope that the great earth dragon 
would be persuaded to stay in his un- 
derground home 

In all the streets throughout the Chi- 
nese district thousands of the frenzied 
orientals could be seen kueeling hour 
after bour, chanting their prayers at 
the top of their voices and beating 
their heads on the pavement. 
the police tried to interfere and pre- 
vent the building of fires a riot took 
place, and it was soon seen that any 
attempt to control the maddened China- 
men would be foolish, so the officers 
withdrew. The panic in Chinatown 
continued during the night and part 
of the next day until, persuaded by the 
fact thag the earth had ceased to trem- 
ble, the Celestials put a stop to their 
orgies of sacrifice. 

An amusing scene then took place. 
The Chinamen who had been eager to 
destroy their property the night before 
seemed deterwnined to reclaim their 
valuables from the evil dragon, and 
the big hole in Woo Tung alley 
came the scene of a pitched battle as 
who had buried their offerings 
fought to regain them. If be- 
necessary to call in a squad of 
police to settle the disputes.

| CONWAY ON FRISCO QUAKE. 


British Mountain Climber Says Cool- 
ing Barth Caused Shock. 

The cooling of the earth and the sub 
sequent shrinking of the surface, ac- 
cording to Sir Martin Conway, F. R. G. 
S., the noted British mountain climber, 
who arrived at New York recently on 
the Cunarder Campania, caused the 
great San Francisco earthquake. 
| “The western mountain range, ex- 
| tending through North and South 
|} America, is constantly growing.” said 

Sir Martin. “As the cooling process 
goes on the earth shrinks, and, like the 
skin on a drying apple, as the sphere 
gets smaller the outer covering settles 
in some places and in others is forced 
up in ridges. 

“These ridges are the 
Now, as the process goes on, the ridges 
get forced further up. The mountains 
in the west grow probably six feet in 
a century. This being 
in a while something slips, and then we 
have a disaster like that in San Fran 
cisco 

“Two or three shocks may come in 
succession, and then there will be no 
other disturbance for a hundred years. 
No one can tell when they are coming 
Why this earthquake happened on the 
west side of the mountain range and 
not on the east is, I suppose, because

| A Lawyer's Earthquake Prophecr. 
It is always easy to say “I told you 
so” after a thing has bappened, but 
| thirty years ago there lived in San 
Francisco a lawyer, man of the world, 
and popular member of the Bohemian 
Club, and if he is alive today he can 
with accuracy claim the distinction of 
| predicting the destruction of his city, 
says the Chicago Post. It was after a 
slight earthquake shock, and a small 
| party of gentlemen sat in the Bohe- 
mian Club discussing earthquakes in 
general and the California variety in 
partijcular—and all for the benefit and 
instruction of a visitor from the east. 
| The lawyer expressed his unhesitating 


opinion that eventually San Francisco 
| would be overthrown, if not absolutely 
wiped out, by an earthquake, and he 
gave learned reasons for this opinion, 
many of which have been advanced 
| by the scientists since the recent shock. 
| Other San Franciscans present laughed 
at him, and jokingly advised him to 
get out of town at once, whereupon he 
admitted that while he was perfectly 
sincere in his views he had no inten- 
tion of leaving town, even though the 
| destructive shock were scheduled for 
jthe following week, as he would 
| “rather die In San Francisco than 
| live anywhere else.”—Chicago Evening 
| Post.

Letter from 
Joseph Walker 


San Francisco, Calif., 
April 22, 1906. 

Dear Friends: 

I have just got settled down after our 
shake up and fire, so as to write you 
and let you know that we are all safe, 
so far as our lives are concerned. But 
I have lost my shop and house. Myself 
and Susie are living with Jane in the 
Mission. The fire did not reach them, 
altho we moved out of their place as we 
thought at one time that it would go. 
We moved back as soon as the danger 
was past. But it kept us busy moving 
for three day. 

It was avery severe shock. It hap- 
pened 10 minutes past five in the morn- 
ing and the trouble was it burst the 
water mains so we could not get a drop 
of water to fight the fire with. 

A great many houses fell with the 
shock and fire started in 5 or 6 places 
at once and all they had for the first 
day was dynamite to check it, and that 
did little good. It barned nearly two 
miles back against the wind. The sec- 
ond day they were able to get a little 
water pumped from the bay, but they 
could not get mach force to it having 
to bring it too far, The wind was driv- 


ing the fire toward the bay at all the] 


nearer points, 
hose laid. 


so they could not get 
It was a great sight, one I 
hope never to see again. 

They estimate that 400,000 are out of 
homes, and it is a picture to see all the 
tents and camps of every kiad lining 
the outskirts of the city. We are all 
under martial law, and are getting all 
the food we can eat and plenty of water 
to drink, and in a few days the water 
system will be all right again. 

There are no real hardships. The 
Mayor and the militia are working ia 
full accord. They took possession of 
every store left in the ciiy and took 
everything to headquarters, and are 
sending them around free of charge. 
Nothing in the line of food is sold. It 
is all given away and also other com- 
modities. If any one is found charging 
more than the price prevailing before 
the tire the place is taken from them 
and shut up, Everything is quiet; no 
rioting or anything of the kind, and 
every one is trying to make it as com- 
fortable as possible for one another. 

There is a bright side to a calamity 
of this kind. One must be on the 
ground to seeit, There are millionaires 
and Chinese aad Japanese and the poor- 
est in the city, all getting in line to 
get their loaf of bread or whatever they 
are most in need of. Nothing can show 
the common brotherhood of man better 
than a disaster of this kind. We in 
turn seem hopeful and are going to start 
to rebuild just as soon as the authorities 
give permission. 

We are having fine weather which 
helps greatly to allay suffering. They 
are eveo taking our letters without 
stamps as nobody has any.

Variations In Apostles’ Epistles 
Due to Growth of Tradition, 


According to Dr. Crapsey-- 


E End of Heresy Trial 


Ithaca, N. Y., April 30.—Rev. Alger- 
non 8. Crapsey of Rochester preached 
two sermons yesterday In Sage chapel 


of Cornell university. In bis morning 


sermon Dr. Crapsey said: 

“If we wait for some far-off saviour, 
if we wait for a curtain of blue to open 
and for some mighty being to come and 
achieve our salvation, We shall wait for- 
The day will never.come. It is 
not necessary It is a degrading idea 
that perfection exists, the like of 
which we cannot attain, albeit it predi- 
cated on one hanging on a cross, Jesus, 
call Him what you please, divine, was 
yet one of us and needs us almost as 
much as we need Him. We help saints 
aud prophets of old to achieve perfec- 
tion by our kind words, our noble deeds 
and our tender thoughts. You cannot 
put on the righteousness of Christ likea 
garment over your own unrighteous- 
ness. The cross is a small price to pay 
to attain perfection, even as Our Father 
is perfect.” 

These remarks were made In elucidat 
Ing a text from Eleventh Hebrews, 39- 
40, which Dr. Crapsey attributes to an 
“unknown writer, possibly a woman.” 

Dr. Crapsey declared that the object 
of God is to achieve a perfect universe 
The means to this end is a sacrifice of 
the present to the future, of the gayety 
of innocence to the sobriety of sanctity, 
of the lower to the higher. The power 
to make sacrifices comes uot from 
above, but from resident forces of man 
Dr. Crapsey traced the growth of Jesus 
from infancy to divinity, attributing 
his spiritual growth to sacrifice. 

In his afternoon sermon Dr. Crapsey 
pointed out variations in the narra 
tives of Mark, Matthew, Luke and John 
concerning the resurrection, and 
ascribed the variations to growth of 
tradition. He declared that Peter felt 
the spiritual presence of Jesus and 
translated it into physical terms. Dr 
Crapsey explained the psychological 
condition of Peter which made him 
capable of feeling the presence of craci 
fied Christ. He characterized the resur 
rection as a narrative, not history as 
we know history, but as an occurrence 
which happened In the mysterious re 
gion of the soul. In the most authentic 
account, that of Paul, he said, no refer 
ence to a physical body or outward 
form is found 


ever. 


In the Hands of Court 

tatavia, N. Y., April 30.—The fate ot 
Rev. Dr. Algernon 8S. Crapsey as a 
clergyman of the Protestant Episcopal 
church rests with his judges. The trial 
of the rector of St. Andrews on charges 
of heresy aud violation of ordination 
vows ended with the final arguments 
for the accused and for the prosecution. 
The ecc'esiastical court took the evi 
dence wader consideration and will rea 
der a verdict to Bishop Walker of the 
diocese of western New York on or be 
fore May 15. 

Doctrinal discussion and argument, 
scholarly dissertation and impassioned 
speeches, appeals to the court to see its 
God-given duty and do it and other ap 
peals not to evict from the Protestant 
Episcopal church an earnest, devoted 
and Christian man, characterized the 
closing proceedings. 

Doctrines as old as time itself and 
which have been the cause of dissen 
sions and schisms from their inceptiou 
have been argued until there would 
seem to be nothing more to say. The 
book of common prayer has been read 
practically from end to end and the 
Scriptures have been quoted by both 
sides to prove or disprove the same 
thing. The defense used a verse of the 
gospel according to St. Matthew to sus 
tain its client, and the prosecution used 
the verse following to prove that the 
contention of the other side was ali 
wrong. 

The defense has accused the church 
as represented by this court of the dio- 
cese of western New York, of pursuing 
the unchristianlike course of seeking tc 
destroy its enemies, while the prosecu 
tion has deciared that the other side bas 
sought persistently to evade the real is 
sue, Which it declares to be one of 
simple truth, with the ery of “tolera 
tion, toleration.” 


Misapplied Bank Funds 

Milwaukee, April 30.—Heury G. Goll 
formerly assistant cashier of the First 
National bank of Milwaukee, was found 
guilty by a jury on 19 counts out of 34, 
relating to false entries and the misap 
propriation of funds in the bank. The 
amount of money which Goll was al-

Defects at San>Francisco Will Be 
Remedied by Greely 


NO RATIONS FOR 
MEN ABLE TO WORK 


City Without Money For Recon- 
struction, and Will Ask United 
States to Endorse Proposed 
Bonds ot San Francisco to En- 
able Her to Borrow Money In 
Markets ot the World--Num- 
ber of People Without Substan- 
tial Shelter Reduced to Mini- 
mum--Only $300,000 of Money 
Appropriated by Congress Is 
Avallable In Cash 


San Francisco, April 80.—Although 
yesterday was the second Sabbath since 
the earthquake and fire of April 18, it 
was the first day of rest that San Fran 
cisco has experienced since the 
clysm and conflagration wiped out halt 
of the city and made 200,000 
homeless campers in parks or recipients 
of charity under the roofs of friends. 

The loss of some 300 lives and the 
devastation of almost four square miles 
of the best part of San Francisco have 
now been written in history and now 
everyone is confident of rapid progress 
in the rebuilding of the greater and bet 
ter San Francisco. 

All possible work of a municipal char 
acter was suspended yesterday and the 
tired officers took advantage of the iull 
to secure greatly needéd rest and to pay 
some attention to pressing personal 
needs. 

With the advent of the Sabbath came 
an opportunity to review the tre 
mendous accomplishments to provide 
remedies for defects In the task of ju- 
diciously caring for all classes of desti- 
tute, irrespective of race or creed. 
Frobably the most important develop 
ment of the day was the promulgation 
by weneral Greely of his plan for the 
distribution of relief supplies. Reports 
of theft, deception, misappropriation, 
waste and extravagance have been con- 
stantly received since provisions and 
clothing began pouring in to succor the 
afflicted, and it is now believed that 
misuse of supplies will hereafter be im 
possible. 

According to the plan of Greely, the 
unburned part of the city will be di- 
vided into seven districts, in charge of 
army officers, who will assume control 
of all the relief stations now 
lished. Responsible civilians will be 
installed, under salary, at the sub-sta 
tions for clerical work, and daily ree 
ords and checks will be kept. As the pe- 
riod of extreme distress has passed, the 
issuance of rations will at the earliest 
possible moment be confined to helpless 
women and children and refused to able 
men. Luxuries will be confined to tn- 
fants and invalids. In each of the seven 
districts there will be 100 stations. The 
amount of food to be allowed each per- 
son, with latitude for certain condi 
tions, is specified. The allowance, ina 
measure, Is based on the army ration.

At a meeting of Chairman Phelan of 
the finance committee and some promi- 
nent lawyers and bankers, a plan was 
broached for financing the city, which 
it is hoped will meet with the endorse- 
ment of the general committee. As it is 
estimated that the city has suffered a 
loss of $200,000,000 by fire, it is said that 
there is not sufficient money in San 
Francisco to reconstruct the city and 
that the people must look elsewhere for 
funds to rehabilitate their destroyed for- 
tunes. o 

Phelan said that if the money were 
borrowed through ordinary channels 
the rate of interest would add a burden 
that could not be borne under the condi- 
tions. The plan of Phelan is to frame 
legislation to present to congress, ask 
ing the United States to endorse the pro 
posed bends of San Francisco. With 
this guarantee of the government, the 
city would be able to go into the finan 
cial markets of the world and borrow 
the needed money at a low rate of in 
terest on bonds to run for 50 years and 
secured by a mortgage on the best por- 
tion of the city. It was by such meas- 
ures that the Central Pacific and the 
Union Pacific railroads were built; and 
more recently, by like legisiation, rail- 
ways in the Philippines became assured 
to the people of the islands. 

Surprise was caused when Phelan an- 
nounced to the citizens’ committee that 
he had been given to understand by 
Secretary of Commerce Metcalf, repre- 
sentative of President Roosevelt, that 
only $300,000 of the $2,500,000 appro 
priated by congress for the relief of San 
Francisco was available, and that this 
sum represented the extent of financial 
assistance that might be expected from 
that source. 

The work of furnishing the neces- 
saries of life to the homeless and needy 
continues with more system and with 
unabated energy. Tomorrow the Red 
Cross expects to have the individual 
ticket system in operation, and this will 
aid the army in preventing abuses. 

The number of people without sub- 
stantial shelter has been reduced to a 
minimum. The housing committee re- 
ports that applications for accommo- 
dations have ceased. The work of this 
committee has been lessened by depar- 
tures of many people to other parts of 
the state. 

The disposition of the people to make 
the best of the recent disaster was

I’rancisco to reinforce those now there, 
instead of the 2500 men, as originally 
proposed by General Greely and sanc 
tioned by the war department. A tele 
gram asking that only the reduced 
number be sent was received at the war 
department and orders to that effect 
were promptly issued. 

The war department officials decline 
to discuss the reasons for Greely’s re 
quest, but the Impression given is that 
it is probably due to a wish of the citi 
zens’ committee of San Francisco not 
to have the government incur the ex 
pense due to their transportation, so that 
the money may be available for relief 


work instead. The transportation 
charge for the men probably would] 
have aggregated more than $100,000, 


which can be spent in buying rations 
and other necessities for the stricken 
people. 


Canada in the Kiondike 

Washington, April 30.—Reporting on 
the trade of the Klondike, Consul 
Ravendal of Dawson writes to the bu 
reau of manufacture that, from being a 
“graveyard of navigators,” the upper 
Yukon river bas become as safe as a 
canal Since the opening up of this 
country Canada has appropriated $175,- 
000 for Yukon river improvements. On 
the American side of the line in Alaska 
improvements have not even started 
Canada, the report says, will get the 
trade of the mines which, in the long 
run, is worth far more than the gold 
that comes out of the ground. 


Philippines Corporation Law 

Washington, April 30.—The Philip- 
pine commission has just enacted a cor 
poration law patterned after the cor 
poration acts generally in force in the 
United States. Up to the present time 
the only laws under which capital 
could incorporate in the Philippine isi 
ands was the old Spanish code of com- 
merce, which is considered ill-adapted 
to the needs of modern commerce as 
conducted by the English-speaking peo 
ple. They are repealed by the new law. 


Piot Against Russian Colonel 
St. Petersburg, April 30.—A member 
of the “fighting organization” attempt- 
ed to assassinate Colonel Min, com 
mander of the Seminoveky guards. A 
uniformed officer had called several 
times at the residence of Min and re 
quested to see him. The manner of the 
man excited suspicion and be was ar 
rested, when it was found that he was 
a disguised revolutionist and was 

armed with a revolver and a dagger. 


A Warning to Agitators 

Paris, April 30.—Premier Sarrien, in 
a speech delivered here, gave warning 
to the disorderly element that the gov- 
ernment purposed dealing firmiy with 
auy outbreaks on May 1. “We are re 
solved,” he said, “to apply the law with 
out passion and without weakness to 
all disturbers of the peace, whoever 
they may be, whatever names they as- 
sume or whatever the end they seek.” 


Censure From Jurymen 

Springfield, O., April 30.—Police offi- 
cials, mayor, sheriff and, indirectly, the 
prosecuting attorney, were condemned 
by the grand jury for their remissness 
in the recent race riots. The jurymen 
declare that all have been guilty of 
amazing ignorance, passiveness and 
misconception of duty, the efforts that 
were made being characterized as 
ridiculously futile. 


Assassination of Policemen 

Odessa, April 30.—The chief of police 
who played such a promixent role in the 
October massacres here and a police- 
man were assassinated by revolution- 
ists bere in broad daylight. The plot 
was wide reaching and contemplated 
also the assassination of the assistant 
chief of police and several other police- 
men.

“Ankle deep in this soldiers and em 
ployees stuck to the floor until the win 
dows shattered and the inner walls 
began to burn. Blinding and suffocat 
ing smoke forced them to abandon the 
hose and retreat to the 
Down in the treasure vaults artillery 
men, ringed blanket rolls and 
leaning on their rifles, coughed in the 
strangling smoke. Then came a lull; 
the walls of a dozen brick buildings 
across the street had falleu in. There 
was yet a fighting chance, so back to 
the upper story the firefighters return 
ed led by Superintendent Leach, who, 
by example and words, encouraged his 
men to extinguish the blazing inner 
woodwork of the refinery. 

“The roof was next swept by a hose, 
cooling the copper sheathed surface un- 
til it became passable for wet, acid 
soaked feet. An army officer, ax in 
hand, tore up sections of blazing tar 
roof, beneath which a stream of wa- 
ter was directed. At length, as dawn 
drew near, the mint was pronounced 
out of danger. 

“The mint presents a scorched and 
glassiess front on the north and west, 
and the towering smokestacks are to 
be torn down, but the building is Intact 
and the plant is unharmed and ready 
for a resumption of work.”
